' ginning was auspicious. Tiie Queen has 
■r<ometoher own, and her own are rejoic- 
fing raightly. The liueen, let it l>e said in 
til* beginning, is all that a great Queen 
■ph ir.M be, and hik own people are great 
jj , uri' . all of them. 

With the sun scarcely a point beyond its 
zenith in the west, the lull blaze of his 
glory looking down upon the scene, a mul- 
titude not easily to he numl)ered filling the 
tribunes which extend all around the park 
. "where sat her sheltered throne, and she in 
the splendor of her royal robes and retinv.e, 
the Mayor of the city with many a low 
obeisance approached and laid at her silk- 
•clad feet the key of the city. The multi- 
tude greeted this '-lappy result of a merry 
revolution with a wiiii cheer, and the 
boon: of cnnnon gave notice that the mili- 
tary stood in. 

The lie^ta is all right. It has kept faith 
with the handbill?. To be sure the local 
papers have said a few mean things about 
the revolutionary proceedings at iiazard's 
Pavilion last night, which were not alto- 
gsther undeserr^. They promised if the 
^visitors wonld do a little quick forgetting 
.4n that matter no further extenuations 
would be asked and to-day the pledge has 
been*redeemed. A magnificent queen has 
ibeen set in splendid style to preside over 
the City of Angels for a l>rief period, in 
which all her subjects are required to have 
as much tun as they can. 

The ceremony took place at Central 
Park, beginning at 2 o'clock, and the end 
of the pasejini of the Pacific hod not 
passed the Qtieen's throne until nearly S { 
-o'clock. AU the taomlng hours ware filled 
."^Ith the UveUest kind of hustling to get 
ready, and that famous finishing touch 
was not delivered until the last minute. 
.At sunrise this morning there was the 
throne yet to be built and, artistic and 
elaborate as it is, the work was done in 
time. The throne stands higli above the 
giound on the park side of High street 
and midway in the square. It is reachea 
by an inclined walk extending half tlie 
way up where steps begin and lead to it. 

The approach and steps were laid with 
crimson cloth and the tlirone itself covered 
with rich robes of her Majesty's colors. 
The back of the throne is high and sqtiare 
and of the most approved patterns in 
thrones. A wine-colored silk canopy with 
gilded supports and gold tassels, ample in 
dimensions, spreads protectingly over it, 
insomuch that the sun after all had but a 
very poor view. On each side of the ap- 
proach to the throne were tiie r - rved 
seats for invited guests, some of tlie liesta 
managers and the press. On the opjiosite 
side of the street, facing the park and tlie 
throne, stretch away the tribune where sit 
the populace, those being most favored 
who M-rr.red seals so near the throne, so to 
Bpcak. Tiiese tribunes extend all around 
.'the park, which comprises on^ big square, 
bnt only those on the Hill-street side have 
-this Tiew of the Qiieen and her court. The 
' othen must be contented with the pro- 
'.oeSBion in her honor and the View of the 
'park itself, which is beautiftilly dressed in 
the Queen's colors. 

The ijueen some time ago relinquished 
«iUideaof r.ding in her car in the proces- 
eion, but ordered a sfK?eial guard of lionor 
to accompany her in her tour of inspection 
and greeting to her people. All along the 
route every point of vantage to witness the 
display was made the most of. The man 
who bad a front yard twenty-tive feet 
across built .it up with benches on large 
poles, and sold privileges thereon at from 
BS ' cents te $1- per privilege. 'Windows 
looking into the street where the display 
was advertised to pass set a value on it 
straight away. Campstools were sold to 
■Ht along the curbs and doorways, and the 
■• '-steps of public bttUdings that mi ght be oc- 
cupied were appropriated so early that 
those who did not take their lunch wiili 
them will probably look upon this as one 
the longest days ever fixed in a c;ilendar. 

All the morning hours were filled with 
bustle and hurly burly, the clatter of 
horses' hoofs, the; sharp sound of busy 
hammers, the jostling of the good-natured 
and sun-burned crowds on the streets, and 
. the surprising scream of tbs small tin 
%histle that has spread iinelf fiom end to 
end of the city like tbe sudden visitation 
ef a plague of locusts coming from nobody 
.knows where. 

• The arrival of the big train of the Half- 
million Club was the special event of the 
caj-ly morning. A jirocession of citizens 
In carriages trimmed with the everlasting 
orairge, wine and olive was there to meet 
and entertain them witii a brahs band and 
a drive through the city. They made it 
short and brought up at the f'lianiber of 
Commerce at Fourth and Ilroadway, where 
there was a little informal greeting and a 
request from the Jonathan Club to come 
and see them and feel at home, and there 
the august Half-million Club, as such, got 
lost in the crowd. They went their several 
hundred ways as groups and individnala 
This was the experience, too, ot the State 
Press Association, for to get lost in the 
crowd was the easiest tiling possihie to-

It was shortly after 1 o'clock that the 
thunder of cannon told the people of the 
city that the Queen had come from some 
unannounced region or country, but in a 
Southern Pacific Pullman. She had come 
with her ladies in waiting and her maids 
of honor, more than a score of them, and 
a battalion of little white fairies and a page 
in wine, orange and olive. All the maids 
of honor and ladies in waiting wer" dressed 
in spotless white with graceful wliit« hats 
all laden with dowers. She came in regal 
robes ei|uipped for her throne in the won- 
licrful dress of gold and purple with the 
marvelous Elizabethan collar andihegir- 
i die and pendants flashing with jewels 
I scarcely less brilliant than the crown, and 
! the crown was already placed for she has 
j been Queen these many years, but is only 
I now entering into her possession. The 
crown, a wonder that told of the power and 
riches of this Qneen. shot back the sun's 
1 light with something of defiance if such a 
. thing may be said of such a merry people. 

There had been waiting at' the .\rcadc 
! station for some time a legion of the 
; Queen's most gallant kniglits, tlie Gentle- 
i man's Hiding Club. They were mounted 
upon brave steeds, wearing .saddle blankets 
I of pure while canvas, bound with the 
colors of the fiesta and spangled with its 
stars. Their bridles were of white also and 
trimmed with the tri-colored ribbons. The 
knights were arrayed in dashing style 
themselves, with their big Mexican «om- 
I breros. fawn-colored corduroy trousers, 
i Mack coat, black leather leggins and fawn- 
~ colored gauntlets. There was a Mmpany 
also of the Queen's soldiers, late the 
National (iuards. wlio in new blue uni- 
forms, with fiesta decorations, were a good 
supplement to the other riders, i arriages 
were drawn up in waiting, and from the 
car the Queen was oe^daeted to tbe royal 
equipage, while the eaaaon at the park 
told Hie news to the ei^- and a fanfare was 
blown by the royal Iw^I^ The Qneen'a 
carriage took the center of tbe procesiioir, 
the carriau'es of her maids of honor going 
before and following behind. 

With her Majesty sat her two ladies in 
waiting. In advance of the carriages 
rolled a Hoat where rode the fairy tlower- 
girls, half buried in blossoms that over- 
flowed and fell in vining clusters over the 
wheels and the horses. 

Tlie kniehts l^'Ing bidden, rode on, and 
the iiin en's triumidial march began, with 
the dashing ririers in advance clearing the 
way, while a bugler rode forward and an- 
nounced her coming. The Queen thtis 
rode through all the town, receiving the 
glad acclamations of her people with a 
smile of pleasure. ■ 'With the slow dignity 
of royalty they moved over the entire 
route planned -for the great parade, ar- 
riving at last at Central Park, from where 
the other proces.Hion was to begin, and 
passed wholly around it, giving the throng 
already assenitih'd in the grounds the op- 
portunity to applaud her Majesty, Arriv- 
ing at the great throne, they stopjied. The 
flower-girls were already out of the float 
and were rangerl on each side of the ap- 
proach witli their arms full of (lowers. 

I'resi'hnt Koej.tle was waiting, and as 
her equipage stopl>ed he assisted the 
Queen to aliaht and led the way up to tbe 
throne itself, the flower^lris throwing 
their flowers before tm, the Udiea in wait- 
ing and maids of honor following. It was 
a royal procMsion indeed, the shimmer of 
the golden dress, the dazzling sparkle of 
the jewels as again they caught the sun, the 
perfume of flowers, fragrance of roses in 
the air and the fluttering cloud of white 
following after. 

The Queen took her seat upon the throne 
and bowed graciously as the multitude ap- 
plauded. The maids of honor and ladies 
in waiting took seats pjrovided for them on 
the steps below, ranging down to the last, 
and between them gathered the flower- 
girls, and a rare picture was complete. All 
was ready for tbe grand review. Another 
carriage drove up and Mayor Roeder 
stepped from it to the wine-colored ap- 
proach to the throne snd made a low. obei- 
sance. He carried an open packet, upon 
which lay the silver key of tte city. Ho 
approached and in a few words formally 
presented it to the Queen. There was an- 
other thumler of cannon anil the deposed 
M.iyor took his seat with the honored 
guests in a re«ervat;on left to the (^neen. 
He had already assimbled a great number 
of people wearing honored names in tlie 
workaday world, such as the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of the State, Judges of the 
United SUtes courts of the State, Judees 
of the District ConrU, United State Sen- 
ator Bate of Tennessee and a great ntim- 
ber of others. Tbe silver key was laid at 
her feet and the signal WM given that the 
Qneen was waittng.

I The Gentleman's liiding Club had now 
become his escort, as it had been of the 
Queen. 'With hiiu was his chief of staff, a 
battalion in number, and their couriers, 
the commander of the first division, J. K. 
Kennedy, and his aids, with here and 
there a band introduced, the succession of 
floats which gives the great demonstration 
of to-day the name by wtiieh' it will alWay s 
be known, the pageant of the Pacific, 
There were nineteen of the floats, designed 
by a committee that had a definite plan in 
view — the illustration of the early Spanish 
history of the Pacific and - of South 
America. 

Twelve of the floats were devoted to the 
Spanish pioneers, native tribes with whom 
they came in contact, others to the tribes 
of Oceanica, Robinson Crusoe and the 
Aleutians, while others were descriptive of 
the American civilization of the Pacific. 
The ideas of the committee were carried 
out by Fawcett Robinson of Chicago, an 
artist, painter and sculptor, who has done 
things at Drury-lahe Theater, London; 
at the Port St. Martin Theater, Paris; 
at Melbourne, Sydney, New York ; witii 
Kiralfy Bros., Henderson of Chicago, Au- 
gustus Harris, the ceremonial committee 
ot the 'World's Fair, Kansas City and else- 
where. That they had been under capable 
bands in their preparation, the eorgeous. 



ated to permit of no division of attention 
or interest by the spectators, and allow- 
ing their artistio merit to be properly 

measured. 

The fourth float represented the next 
scene in the story of Atahualpa. The 
Inca had offered Pizarro gold enough to 
fill his prison if he be given freedom, 
I lanning all- tiie while to overthrow his 
captors. The float represents the natives 
bearing their golden vessels into the 
room, whleh^is already half filled and con- 
tains the In^'A golden chair. 

Float No. 6 shifts the scene from South 
America to Mexico and represents Monte- 
zuma; the great warchief of the Aztecs, 
surrounded as he is represented to have 
been at the City of Mexico, by all his bar- 
baric pomp and magniticence. 

No. 6 is entitled, "The Aztec P.ic- 
ritice," representing the terrible slaughter, 
which, before the coining of the Christians, 
characterized the heathen method of ap- 

' peasing the .iroils, all oondocted by their 

i bloody priests. 

] In the figure-piece the priest is seen in 
, his othciai robes on the summit of the 
Teocalli, with the unhappy victim before 
him, while oth ers bow before the priest 

No. 7 represented a bit from the seige of 
the City of Mexico, representing the high 
walls of the city, oyer which the Aztecs 
with their weapons appear. 

No. 8 was a very fair repres' ot,ition of 
the house of the Pueblo Indian cliff- 
dwellers. A band of Pueblo I'l.iians, the 
real article, had been inipcir!. I -..t^ the oc- 
casion, and men and w^ni'^n. in their 
native blankets, carrying samples of their 



been passing for some time. The "Grand 
Aleut" was seen sitting on top of his own 
icy home surrounded by ice caves and 
bergs so faithfully done as to quite per- 
ceptibly cool the atmospheie, wliich had 
grown very warm. > 

Robinson Crusoe, hackneyed subject 
that it 18, was presented next in a very 
attractive picture, the thatched-roof house, 
Robinson, Friday and the parrot all being 
set amid the richly colored veidnre ot the 
tropics. 

Some red-ahirted miners led the next 
float, which brought the story back to 
California again and gave a very correct 
representation of a modem camp, with a 
stamp-mill hard at work. Next came a 
counterfeit of Sutter's old mill, 'With some 
more red-shirted miners. 

The last of the series which have coni- 
priscd two divisions of the procession is 
the car of the angels designed for the 
queen herself. It was certainly a regal 
affair, well fit for the queen of the angels 
festival, but she had other plans. A sub- 
stitute was sought among the Angel City's 
most beautiful yoting women and one was 
found. She sat high up under a spreading 
shell-shaped canopy of blue and around 
her was a group of other angels scarcely 
less beautiful. 

The front and rear of the great royal car 
was elaborately embellished with rococo 
and renaissance ornamentation in bur- 
nished goM, the whole producing an effect 
of pale blue, gold and silver, designed to 
link heaven and earth in the spectators' 
fancy.

The third float was also taken ftom the 
annals of the Spanish oonqnistadore»— 
the capture of Atahualpa, Chief Inca ot 
tbe Peruvians— the feat that saved Pizarro 
and his followers from destruction and at 
the same time gave them the conqncst of 
the country. The group on the float rep- 
resented the scene in the square at Caxa 
marca at the moment of the capture when 
the fate of the little company of Spaniards 
depended ujion the success of the stroke. 
The floats were all drawn by four horses, 
covered in white canvas with only an 
opening for the eyes, an4 lad by men cos- 
tumed to fit the splHtof the representa- 
tion itself.

"In the thinl division, under command of 
Marshal ('. W. Hicks, were grouped a 
number of tioats designed by representa- 
tive, btisiness houses and business inter- 
ests, as was the beautiful float of the Los 
Angeles Cham'tier of Commerce. This 
latter was a little Grecian classic in white, 
wJiite pillars supporting awhite.roof with 
a group of Qrecian-robed maidens gath- 
ered there among the oranges and fruii 
and flowers of this Southern country. It 
provoked enthusiastic applause not only 
from her loyal citizens, but the admiring 
visitors. 

.\niong the floats of the business houses 
there were many of elaliorate aint artistic 
de.sii;n, serving well to tidl the story for 
which they were designed. The San Fran- 
cisco Examiner's float, which was a loco- 
motive in shining gilt with wheels in color 
and upon which were the magic letters of 
the "8. F. and 8. J. B. R.," provoked much 
enthusiasm. 

Tbe Los Angeles Times also had a very 
attractive float in the line. The lumber 
df alers were represented by a ship loading 
with lumber, thi' ship being manned and 
the work done by sni.ill boys. 

The real estate dealers liad a house on 
wheels, made suQiciently attractive to in- 
vite immigration. 

The commercial travelers were out in 
force. They were out in tally-hos and 
landaus and an infinite variety of vehicles. 
They were the first in the line to noisily 
salute the queen, every wagon-load ot 
them lifting up their hats and voices as 
they passed before her. 

rollowing the travelers came their bag- 
gage wagons loaded with trnnks bearing 
strange labels, such as "'Where did you 
get on?" "How is your expense account?" 
"Have you an excess of baggage?" and the 
like. These are questions of peculiar In- 
terest to the commercial tourist. Samples 
of ".\rizoua traveling in ISSO" were pre- 
sented in the burro, loaded heavily. The 
travelers were marshaled by H. H. May- 
berry. 

Tbe fifth division, marshaled by Perry

The Spanish caballeros, sixty strong, in 
tbe sixth division, was tbe sensation of the 
line. They were dressed in the old Span- 
ish costume, and every man was mounted' 
on a high-bred, restive horse that 
danced on its hind legs or tried 
to kick the head of his nei.L'libor with 
scarcely any provocation while guns kept 
booming in the park and the band in 
front and rear was ]ilaying. But the men 
kept their seats as though on dress parade. 

Professor Lowe's float was a miniature 
representation of the famotis incline rail- 
way that pierces tbe clouds on Mount Lowe. 
The representation was perfect, and from 
the foot of the incline at Rubio Canyon to 
the chalet on Echo Mountain no detail was 
forgotten. 

The procession moved through Spring, 
Main and all the principal streets.

It Allows the Lines of a Plotur* 
to Be Accurately De- 
scribed. 



For the first time a practical test of a 
recent invention in the sending of pictures 
by telegraph has been given, and the re- 
sults appear in the Call of this morning in 
its account of the events of the fiesta in 
Los Angeles. The process has beeu tested 
before in a superficial way, but no previous 
opportunity has been given to the inventor, 
Charles .Willoughby of this city, to ob- 
tain really practical results. 

The picture which appears in the Cau, 
showing t^e arrival of the Queen of the 
Fiesta in Los Angeles is the first practical 
test of the invention. Tbe picturo is, of 
course, sent in outline only. 

The details of tbe picture have to be 
worked up by the artist at ihe scene of re- 
production under tbe direction of {he ar- 
tist at the other end of the line. 

The patent which Mr. Willoughby has 
received on his invention is upon the 
process of making the picture and sending 
it, and not upon any mechanical contrlv- 
ance used in the transmission.

lure sent is in fact only a minnte descrip- 
tion of a drawing made at one end ot the 
line, and enabling the receiver to reproduce 
it at the other. It is in the method which 
allows ot this minnte de8cription,4nd of 
its raoeeaafal interpretation, that the value 
of the invention lies. 

The picture is drawn originally upon a 
paper ruled off into small squares, each 
about oiu'-toiitli of an inch in diameter. 
Each vcrtii al liii<> is numbered alon^ the 
upper margin, and cacli horizontal line is 
lettered down the fide. Every square is 
therefore iilcntified with a number and a 
letter, and its location is where the 
two lines designated cross each other. 
With the original drawing before him, the 
operator deaoribes the conr^ of the fines 
from point to point, and his message con- 
tains only as many signs or combinations 
as there are changes in the directions of 
the lines forming the picture. This de- 
scription being received at the other end of 
the wire, the lines described are simply re- 
produced upon a similarly ruled surface. 

The principal din'ttiou in wliicii the in- 
ventor's energies have been bent has been 
in fiiiJiniT a method of locating the points 
described quickly and accurately. To se- 
cure that end his "checker-board" is made 
with every fifth line, both horizontal and 
vertical, drawn heavier than the others, 
and every tenth vertical line drawn still 
more heavily. 

This divides the surface into squares 
containing twenty-five smaller squares 
each and into columns of t«n small squares 
in breadtli. Down the side there are 
twenty letters used, which, when standing 
alone, mark the first twenty horizontal 
lines, for ilie next twenty lines b a, h b, 
b c, b d, etc., are used, for the next twenty 
c a, c b, c c, c d. eti'., and so down to 
the bottom. The lines are all prinl-ed in a 
neutral tint, which will not photograph, 
and so, when the picture is reproduced on 
the surface it is ready to be used at once 
by the sincoorapher. 

There are many signs which may be ar- 
ranged between the correspondents in 
order to indicate shading, trees, crowds of 
people, clouds and the general character- 
istics which appear in all pictures of sim- 
ilar subjects, the limits oi the shading, 
forest or other feature being accurately 
and easily described. In tliis way pictures 
which are much more tliau mere outlines 
can be telegraphed and reproduced in SB 
incredibly short sjKice of lime. 

On portraits, however, everything must 
be accurately described, but if this be well 
done an almost perfect picture may be ob- 
tained. In curved lines the height and 
depth of the enrve is described and the 
distance from end to end given. Where 
the pencil is raised to form a new line the 
word - break" is sufficient to indicate it. 
When a dot is wanted "dot C. M. 45," or 
some similar formula makes its position 
plain, and so on through all the varied an- 
gles, lines and curves iriikdi go to mate np 
the whoie. 

The inventor believes his idea to be most 
valuable in newspaper work or in the no- 
lice or secret services. If the success of 
the process is demonstrated he will estab- 
lish agencies in this eity, Ciiicago, New 
York and Waahinxton. A good nicture, 
he Ei^s, can be seot at the cost of and in 
about the space of 250 words. It should, 
by an expert, and if not too elaborate, take 
no longer than half an hour to send and 
reproduce a drawiuL'. 



JAIL mi AT MADERA. 



The Notorious Outlaw, "Jimf" 
Lawson, Again Escapes 
From Custody. 



Four Prisoners Cut Their Way to 

Freedom Through the 
Prison Walls. 



MADERA, Cal., April 16.-.TaniPs Has- 
lip and James Lawson escaped from the 
Madera Connty jail, last night, by digging 
through the outer wall with an Instrument 
made from tiie bale Of a bucket This 
makes the second time that LawDon has 
escaped. He was arraigned yesterday in 
the Superior Court and his trial set for 
the 14th day of Slay. To-day was the 
time set for bearing the motion for a new 
trial in the case of Haslip, who is under a 
life sentence for the killing of Pasquale 
Milesi near Raymond on last election day. 

Lawson was caught only two weeks ago, 
and yesterday, during his arraignment, 
tha District Attorney facetiously re- 
marked to the court that Mr. Lawson had 
just returned from a temporary absence 
and thathe sincerely hoped that he would 
be present on the day of his trial. Lawson 
listened to hia remarks with a sarcastic 
grin upon his thin lips. 

The jail is anything but lecure, as is 
demonstrated by the means which the 
prisoners used in making their escape. 
The hole in the wall throu^ which the 
prisoners left is not more than a foot 
square. The prisoners chose a place where 
the band of sheet-iron that runs aronnd 
the bottom of the cell was joined together, 
and by digging out the mortar between 
the bricks soon penetrated the wall. 

The break was discovered this morn- 
ing when Jailer Grieve went to feed 
the prisoners. He went immediately to 
the cell where Lawson and Haslip were 
confined, and on opening it saw the hole 
through which the escape was made. 
Sheriff Westfall was notified and started 
immediately after the escapes, but there is 
nothing to indicate which direction they 
took. Two tramps confined In the jail 
also escaped, and it is belieTsd that they 
all went together. 

The Sheriff had removed the Oregon 
boot from Lawson Yesterday when he 
brought him up for arraignment, and as it 
was difficult to replace it they put the mat- 
ter off till to-day. As they both have 
proven themselves to be desperate men 
some tronUe is contemplated in recaptur- 
ing them. The Sheriff will secure the 
services of the Fresno bloodhoniids to 
track the fugitiv«s.

PORT TOWNSEND, WA«a., AprU 16.— 
The steamship Wallapa, arriving this 
morning from Alaska, brings news of the 
wreck of the steamer Lacy on the 8th in- 
stant, off Port Honghton, where tbe vessel 
struck a reef and disappeared twenty min- 
utes later. The crew miraculously escaped 
to shore in small boats, and made their 
way to Douglas Island. The Lucy was 
one of the jiionecr steamers of Alaska, and 
of late years had been used as a tow-boat 
by th^ 'Treadwell Mining Company. 

Despite the efforts of tlie authorities to 
put down the sale of intoxicating liquors 
in Alaska, there are reported to be twenty- 
seven saloons in the city of Jnneau run- 
ning full blast. Thus far the continuous 
searching ot tbe Corwin has only brought 
to light three kegs and ten cases of contra- 
band spirits. 

The vessel's crew is now reported to be 
devoting its entire tinje and attention to 
watching one "Slim Jim," a noted charac- 
ter of Alaska, who recently left Juneau 
bound for tlie Yukon country. It is ru- 
mored tiiat "Jim" has 1000 gallons of 
whisky with him. taking it to the famed 
mining country, and the Corwin's officers 
are determined that he shall never get it 
there. "Jim" has got as far as Summit, 
where he has been resting the past two 
weeks, while the cutter is riding at anchor 
in tbe cove close by. As, whisky is worth 
$'25 a gallon at Forty-mile Creek, it is easy 
to see why risks are run in the hope of get- 
ting it there. 

The Kyak Indian chief who shot Harry 
Moss, mate of tlie Francis Cutting, com- 
mitted suicide in the Juneau jail on tlic 
night of March 17. He tied a cloth band- 
age to the upper bunk in his cell, formed a 
running noose, put it around his neck aad,

PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., April 16.— 
The United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey steamer Patterson arrived this 
evening from San Francisco. It will pro- 
ceed to-morrow to Tacoma to take on 
several extra men, who are to assist in the 
work on wliich the Patterson was detailed— 
the cstablisliing of correct boundary lines 
of Portland Inlet, over which this country 
is now in dispute with Great Britain.

SAN JACINTO, Cai.., AprU 16.r-0ne 
man was instantly killed and another seri* 
onsly injured by the explosion of the 
boiler of a raUroad engine this evening. 

As the 4:30 train was pulling into the 
"Y" this evening an explosion occurred 
that made the windows of residences a 
mile away rattle as if from a heavy earth- 
quake. 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
Duddleson and was pulled by engine 5. an 
old, dilapidated concern. F. Park, the reg- 
ular engineer, had obtained alay-oB to- 
day to attend the Fiesta and had pulled 
tbe train oitt from this station this Siom- 
ing and a new man returned with the train 
this evening.- His name was Kills and it 
was his flist trip. 

At the time of tbe explosion tbe engi* 
neer stood In front of the fnmace-door, 
and was struck sfjuarel}' in the breast by 
the door, which wiis blown from its hinges 
and hurled over 20<) yards into a grain tield. 
The mangled body of the enaineer was 
picked up over lOO yards from the scene o! 
the explosion. 

Gns Matthews, the brakeman, was riding 
on the pilot with tlie intention of turning 
the switch, and was thrown a long dis- 
tance. When picked up he was uncon- 
scious, but soon revived, and is now out of 
danger, though badly bruised. 

Fireman Jackson narrowly escaped death 
from the flying iron that filled the air ia 
every direction. At the time of the ex« 
plosion he was but two feet from the xm- 
fortunate engineer, but escaped without a 
scratch. 

People in the express car and tbe passen* 

ger coach were more or less shocked by the 
concussion. The engine is a complete 
wreck. Pieces of iron weighing 600 and 
700 pounds were hurled over 400 feet from 
the wreck.

make a luxurious gaiden of the slope in 
front of the house, where all manner of 
rare and unresisting plants and shmbs are 
seen.

But the Work of Raising Funds Con- 
tinues With Undinnlnlshed 
Enthusiasm. 



STOCKTON, Cal., April 16.— The Stock- 
ton Commercial Association held a meet- 
ing to-night for the purpose of electing 
trustees to represent the contributors of 
tbe cash fimd in an agreement to be made 
with the directors of the vallev road, pro- 
viding that the railw,ay will be built 
within a certain time and the land pur- 
chased with the fund used for railway pur- 
poses only. This was done as a guarantee 
to the men who are pledging themselves 
to pay the money to give the road what it 
asks for in the city of Stockton and San 
Joaqtiin County, that they will have jtist 
what they expect to get for their money. 

Considerable discussion was had among 
the members as to whetherthere was any 
possibility of the road establishing ware- 
houses here on the land dented to it. This 
would bring the railway intip I'.inii'etitinn 
with the very mi-n who are putting u|i the 
money. In order to jireveiit sueii an oc- 
currence it was derided to stipulale in the 
agreement that the land he iisei! only fiir 
railroad purposes, as stipulated in the 
articles of incorporation of the valley 
road. , 

The following trustees were selected, all 
of whom are among tbe principal bnsiness 
men of the city : P. B. Eraser, president 
of the Farmers' and Merchants' Bank; 
Fred M. West, president of the Stockton 
Savings and Loan .Society; William Inglis, 
capitalist; Sidney Newell, capitalist and 
director of the California Navigation and 
Improvement Company, and I. S. Bost- 
wick, another director of^that concern and 
a large grain -dealer. 

The work of collecting cash already sub- 
scribed will begin at once, in order that 
tbe lands may be ptirchased and turned 
over to the trustees, to be by them deeded 
to the railway company. 

An alternative plan was suggested, by 
which the property-owners shall deed the 
land direct to the railway, these deeds to 
be held in trust until tbe railway carries 
out its agreements in Stockton. Another 
mass-meeting will be held Mcmday night 
for the purpose of linishiiig up the cash 
subscriptions, as well as those to the stock 
ot the road. 

About $57,000 is now on the books of the 
Commercial Association pledged to the 
cash fund. The stock list shows to-night 
$93,500, and there will be no dilHculty in 
raising all that is required, both ot cash 
and stock, before another week is out. As 
a matter of fact there is now abont enough 
in the cash fund to purchase all the prop- 
erty and rights of way needed, bnt the 
Commercial .\3s0ciati0n is desirous of rais- 
ing the full sum of $l(X),iXiO to provide 
against any contingencies that may arise 
in secuting rights of through the 
county.

SANTA CRUZ, Cal., April 16 - Baron 
Wilhelm von Kanzler, the titled .\ustrian 
who gained considerable notoriety recently 
through claiming to have been married by 
contract to pretty Edith Shepherd of this 
place, and who fbr several months baa 
been incarcerated in the Connty Jail on a 
charge of practicing medicine without a 
physician's certificate, ended to-day in a 
verdict pronouncing him quilty of tbe 
charges against him. The case has excited 
considerable comment, through the ooa- 
nection of the onfortunate young girl with 
the affair. 

A number of witnesses were e.tamined 
to-day, among them b> '.iil- IikmI i.liysicians 
and druggists. The I'lant, Kanzler, 

when 0:1 the stand elainied that since his 
confinement in the County Jail he has lost 
hb memory to a great extent, which assei^ 
tion was proven without a doubt by hia 
testimony. Kanzler claimed to have at- 
tended a Berlin university, bnt he denied 
everclaiming to be a physician or giving a 
prescription as a physician. 

After the arguments by the attorneys 
she case was given to the jury at 4 o'clock. 
The jury was out 20 minntes and brought 
in a verdict of guilty, it being the tirst con- 
viction under this law. Sentence will be 
pronounced at lo o'ehick to-morrow morn- 
ing, the maximum being one year in the 
County Jail and $d(K) line, and the mini- 
mum being three months ia tbe Coonty 
Jail.

CURRANT'S WRITING. 

Like That Which Was on the 
Paper That Wrapped 
the Rings. 

Olonds arc gathering black snd fast 
around Theodore Durrant. When he was 
arrested he was suspected of the crime, 
now there are few who do not believe him 
guilty of murdering the two pore and 
blameless maidens in the church that will 
never be sacred again. 

The evidence against him that was 
brought to liRht yesterday is considered 
conclusive by the police. Three girls had 
testified that on the day Blanche Lamont 
had disappeared tucy saw Durrant with 
her late in the afternoon, and they 
further testified that she was canyinglier 
Ei lioolljooka at the time. 

Tlie hooks were fouiul in the loft of the 
church yesterday, and the dead girl's 
shoes, hat and gloves were also found 
there, proving that she did not go home, 
but went to the church after the giria saw 
her with the young man who they lay was 
Durrant. 

It will bs remembered that on that after - 
noon young King saw Durrant comins 
from the loft of the church with dust on 
his trousers. The student was afjitateJ 
and called for a sedative. He Faid tliat ho 
had been in the loft repairing u }ras or 
electric fixture. The janitor of the ciiurch 
yesterday said that nothing was wrong 
with the light or fixtures. 

Blanche Lament's garments were exam- 
ined yesterday by an expert who found on 
the waist short hair that is like Dnrrant's 
hair. Several witnesses have contradicted 
Durrant's statement about his movements 
at the time of and .subsequent to the mur- 
der. 

Early this mornin<r, as on yesterday 
mornine, his rejxjse was broken by a 
hideous ilreani. an'i hi* cries of fear and 
horror aroused the slumbering prisoners 
and brought the jailers to his cell. His 
mother has appealed to the public to sus- 
pend judgment until something stronger 
than circumstantial evidence baa been pro- 
duced against her son. 

FINDS IN THE CHURCH 



Dark Lanterns and Axes Bring 
Forth Books and 
Clothing. 

Emmanuel Ghurch yielded yesterday 
from its darkest and most uncanny nooks 
more evidences of the bloorly crimes that 
have deliled it beyond atonement. 

In the belfry tower the hat of Blanche 
Lamont was .lrairi;ed into viev when the 
llooring of tiic lowes! landing was ch(iiii>od 
away, and wht-n nfiicer^ of the law crawled 
with dark lanterns into the darkest ami 
dustiest recesses of the loft next to the 
roof they found the missing schoolbooks 
of the murdered girl and her shoes and the 
lost glove, whose mate was found by the 
bodv when it was discovered. 

The most important discovery was that 
of the school books. It was oondnsive 
proof that blanche I.amont took with her 
when she went into the church the books 
with which she left the Normal School at 
3 p. M. on April 3, wlien she boarded a 
Powell-street car with a young man whom 
three of her schoolmates have identified as 
Dnrant. She must have pone to the church 
dieectly or nearly s-i that Wf-dncsiiay after- 
noon when she went downtown with Dur- 
rant, and the natural inference would be 
that she was dead and stretched in the 
high belfry tower before night, for such 
an Innocent and reputab > girl could not 
have been induced to stay alone in a lonely 
church after the time when she would be 
expected at home. Indeed, the natural 
assumption is that she was enticed into 
the church for but a few minutes over somu 
plausible pretext, for she had an appoinl- 
menl with hfr n..:-ir-ifiirlirT f..r Miss La- 
mont that aft'.Tijo .i i.< su(ip.j-< d to have 

f one into the church with Durrant to get 
hat copy of the "Kewcomei" he had 
promised her. 

All day yesterday and throngh lact night 
Sergeant Reynolds and a squad of pol^e- 
meri guaraed and held possession of the 
Church. It would have been crowded be* 
yond any time in Its history if two oflScers 
nad not been Constantly on guard outside 
and kepi from the front duor cvci ybuiiy 
who had no important business inside. 

During the forenoon 8n-geant Reynolds 
took off His uniform and white shirt and 
with other officers similarly prepared f jr 
dusty work, began a thorough exploration 
of the church. There are many deep holes 
and dark corners all tlirough the big build- 
ing between the i>lasteied rooms and the 
foundations, shingles and sheathing. Tlie 
cellar was first searched though not fully, 
but nothing was found. Sergeant Rey- 
nolds declared that he would find those 
books, and he did. 

Alx)Ut noon several men climbed the 
stairs at tl;o f?iinl end leading to the 
tower. The first discoveries were made at 
the tirst landing in the tower in a room 
about 10x10 feet in size, into which a door 
opens from the gallery. Here the narrow 
belfry stairs begin to zigzag upward, and 
through it Blanche Lamont s bodv was 
carried to the highest restinp place.' The 
door from the gallery into this unused cor- 
ner tower shows that it was pried open 
with something used like a jimmy. The 
door bad been found locked by Detective 
Gibson, and both door knobs and the bar 
that connected them were gone. 

In looking carefoUy about Officer Cole- 
man peered into an opening in o&e corner 
and espied one of tntf knebft which was 
fished out. Then J. J. McGreevy, son of 
Policeman Mijiireevy, and the yoiing man 
who believes he saw Durrant on Bartlett 
street that night took an ax and split away 
the flooring for a foot on one side. The 
other doorknob was found under the Moor 
between the joists and two feet frum the 
Ride of the room where spaces opened 
between the unboarded studding. 

Pretty soon young McGreevy chopped 
away a foot of the tiooring on the other 
side and a reacli of his hand backward 
under the floor was rewarded with Blanche 
Lamont's hat, which was dragged forth. 

Climbing up the belfry stairs two short 
flights, the searchers crawled across dusty 
timl>ers t>n te» ivlnit was oiit.-e ttie piasterert 
Belling of the 'auditorium. It is like a 
letter A cut «IE oDe-thinl way tern the 



top, and above it spreads at a sharper angle 

the roof of the church. After the building 
was completed, tlie shaking of the struc- 
ture kept sending down the ceiling plaster, 
and then several feet below it was built 
another ceiling that was boarded. Thus, 
along the center line of the cluirch, above 
Is lirst the present Imard ceiling, which 
can be safely walked upon, then the 
original ceiling ten feet above, throuL'h 
which line may easily put his foot by sti n- 
ping off the rafters, and above this several 
feet is the ronf. 

It was between this origioal ceiling and 
the roof that the rest of the explorations of 
the afternoon were made. The bright sun- 
light out'^i le came faintly through little 
cracks liere and there, and just enabled 
one to see where to step and crawl safelv 
along the timlierB and among the rough 
and doaty braces.' The searcfaera had two 



used to pry open that upper door through 
which Blanche Lamont's body had been 
carried. One was a lialf-inch and the other 
■even-eighths of an inch wide. The dis- 
covery of the chisel in the paator's atndy is 
interesting, but its full significance eannot 
yet be explained. 

One thing that started, or at least stimu- 
lated, the thorough search of the rear of 
the church was the discovery there during 
the afternoon of suine niark.s that the 
police and others thought were blood- 
stains. Across a part of the rear of the 
church, opening from behind the choir 
platform, runs a narrow hallway. 

Along it are tliree little rooins, one of 
which is a washroom, and it ends at one of 
the doors to the pastor's study. About the 
marole washstand, on the door post at the 
entrance to the pastor's study and on the 
wainscoating were reddish drops and 
daubs much resembling blood. Had they 
proved to be such it would have been an 
extremely important circumstance, as all 
the evidences of both crimes are confined 
to the front end of the building. 

Four samples of these stains were last 
night submitted by the Oaix to Dr. Avron 
Newman, an exp«rt mioroscoplst andas- 



the murderers coulil not have helped step- 
ping in it, but there is nowhere outside the 
library on carpet or wall a sign of blood. 
This points to the fact that the murderer 
must have shrewdly taken off his shoes 
when he left the library. 

On the inside of the cover of the book, 
"Chnte's Physic," waa mittea in lettering 
the following: 

Learn what the book tells yon. Do not 
expect anyone to explain any thing to you. 
No one will use common sense. If you 
have none take the consequences. Do not 
ask any questions. You may be taken for 
an idiot. You may be one. If you cannot 
make an experiment keep still about it. 
No one will knov the difference. 

The police believe that the lettering was 
done by Durrant, as it bears a strong re- 
semblance to his style of handwriting. 

Emmanuel Church seemed yesterday 
forsaken by every holy suggestion. The 
pulpit was yet decorated for the Easter 
festivities that were abandoned, but the 
lilies that described a great white cross 
drooped and were withered and molded. 
Jars of roses about the altar looked as 
desolate, and the petals bad fallen in heaps 
to the floor, leaving scraggy stems above. 



quivering lips and blanched cheeks and 
caused his eyes to wear a haunted look

cranny, down dark spaces between stud- 
dings, under the eaves and up among the 
rafters and alone beams and braces. 

The belfry rises at the northeast comer 
of the biiililiiig. Hy the middle of the 
afternoon several men were erawlm/ alioi^t i 
the northwest corner, just under the roof | 
and next to the eaves. Officer llerve was 
prodding about with a stick and a dark 
lantern, and soon he reached down be- 
tween two studiiings and haulecl out Miss 
Lamont's btindle of books, still strapped 
together, as she had carried them. That 
gave more elation and encouragement. 

In a recess among the dark rafters young 
M r, reevy r.ext fouiid the missing glove. 
This . .riier of the loft proven to be a mine. 
1',' :M ill il:e dark corner, and peculiarly 
J,!. li ed among the ueanis and rafters, tlie 
two shoes were found, one just a little 
above the other. 

That was the extent of what the after- 
noon brought to light. Kvery hour's work 
helped to wreck the bidlding. in every cor- 
ner of which a curse seemed to have rested. 
Upstairs a murderer's iimmy had wrecked 
the belfry door and policemen's axes had 
wrecked a lloor. In climbing about the 
loft legK ' onstantly went down through 
the plastered ceiliiig, for in the dark and 
along the inclined beams feet would dip. 
From the stairway below big holes could 
be seen in the ceilings above. 

All illustration of the possibilities of 
hiding things is the well, two feet .square 
and forty feet deep, left somehow in the 
structure. Officer Herve determined to in- 
vestigate it, and while going carefully 
down he slipped and went to the hutioiu 
unhurt. All he found was an old pair of 
workmen's shoes. 

The discoveries of the afternoon showed 
that the murderer liad used a strange care 
in hiding the clothing of his victim. He 
had distributed it about in a (pieer way, 
and with mnch trouble most of the cloth- 
ing was found on the beams, above the 
body when it was lirst discovered. The 
hut had been tucked far under a belfry 
floor, and to dispose of the books, shoes 
and one glove the murderer hau with 
much pains climbed and crawded a hard 
way clear across the front of the church, 
nnder the roof, to find still darker hiding* 
I^aces. 

One wonders what conld hare been hi* 
motive in biding all the victim's dotUBg 
so carefully when the naked remains wcM 
left to the certain view of anybody who 

climbed the belfry stairs as somebody 
would soon be apt to do. especially when 
the tirokeii door wouUl start early investi- 

Sation. Did the liend mean to dispose of 
le body elsewhere with means of ioentlfi* 
cation aDsent? 

In the eveiiine a still more vigorous and 
rnthles.- e;inipai,rii w as begun by the jiolice. 
Ten patrolmen under Sergeant Reynolds 
went to work with axes in the rear of the 
church. The pulpit itself could not hide 
anything that should be known. The 
pastor's study was first iiive>tiLMied. and 
it appeared to yield something of great im- 
portance. 

In one corner amid a little rubbish, as 
though cap-icsly thrown there, was a car- 
penter'> ciiinel nml it fitted one of the 
jimmy marks on the broken belfry door.

at the ferry and what Durrant had said 
about Blanche Lamont he did not know 
which way to look to escape the eyes of 
those watching him. 

After the inquest was adjourned he was 
taken in charge by the police. He did not 
like to leave the building, being evidently 
afraid that a crowd was awaiting him. He 
had no cause for fear, however, as over 
liftv police were stationed ou Dunbar alley 
and Merchant street and no one was 
allowed nearer the jail than Kearny, 
Washington and Montgomery streets. 
Once in the jail Captain Douglass had re- 
course to a ruse that was successful in di.s- 

Sersing the crowd. He dressed a man in 
Currant's overcoat and bat and hustled 
him into a waiting hack. The horses were 
turned around to face Montgomery street 
and when all was ready a dash was made 
for that thoroughfare. The crowd was 
principally congregated on Kearny street, 
and when the people saw the hack dash- 
ing away in the other direction they made 
a rush down Clay street in a vain attempt 
to intercept it. Half an hour later there 
were not a dozen people around the jail 
and then Ihirrant was qnietly put in an- 
other hack and driven 'to the new City 
Hall. 

The Coroner's inquest was set for 10 a. m. 
yesterday, but it was not until half an hour 
later that the tirst witness was called. 
Eugene Deuprey and A. W. "Thompson, at- 
tornevs for the accused, were prompt, but 
District Attorney riarnes was dilatorv. A 
few minutes after the latter's arrivaf Dur- 
rant was brought in and then Officer A. B. 
Riehl was called to the stand. In answer 
to questions pi.t by Coroner Hawkins he 
testified practically as follows: 

On Saturday, the 13th inst., about 1 P. u., 
I was going up Mission street in company 
with Officer James A. Peeney. At Twenty- 
first street a party came along and said, 
'There's a dead body over in Knmianuel 
Baptist Church.' We went over there and 
found a number of people in the library. 
The Coroner or the Coroner's deputy was 
there and 1 saw the dead body of a woman 
also. It was the remains of Minnie Wil- 
lams. She was lying in the library, 
that is in the closet. The door 
was open and there wns blood all 
around. She had all her clothing on, ex- 
cept her cape. It wa.s on the table, hut had 
been on the floor. One of the women mem- 
bers of the cliurch picked it up and after 
examining it laid it on the table. Her 
clothing was open at the breast and I saw 
the knife wounds. There was a gash on 
her forehead and her right wrist was cut 
arouiid." 

Coroner Hawkins — Did you meet any 
one else yon knew in the church outside of 
the Coroner's deputies? 

Riehl — There were several neojile there 
when I came in, but I did not know auy of 
them. 

"Do you know anything else?" 

"Nothing, except that I saw them re- 
moving the gag from her month. One of 
the deputies or a reporter took it out." 

A juror— Did yon faww Minnie 'Williams 
personally? 

Riehl— I did not, bnt parties who came 
identified her. 

Riehl was then excused and C. H. 5for- 
gau, president of the California Casket 
Company, was called. His testimony was 
the most important given during the bear- 



ing, and the verbatim questions by the 
Coroner and answers by the witness were 
as follows :

The Coroner then read the following 
statement: 

"Statement of Clark H. Morgan, president 
of the California Casket Company, 934 and 
936 Mission street, April 13, 1895: 

"Miss Minnie Williams was employed in the 
casket factory until about three months ago, 
since wnlch time she has been employed as a 
servant at the residence of Ur. Morgan In 
Alameda. Mr. Theodore Dunant, a medical 
student, residing with his parents in San Fran- 
cisco, called on Miss WiUIama a few days ago 
and said he wanted her to come over to the 
city as he wished to say something special to 
her. Miss Williams reciied that he could in- 
form her there as well, as she seenifl Vo be 
suspicious of him. Mr. Durrant then desired 
to know when he could .see her, and shta replied 
that she was coming over to the church social 
ou Friday night, the 12tb Inst. MIsa Williania 
went to the hairdressers about 8 P. M., liitb 
I nut., to hare her hair dressed and left on the 4 
r. M. boat fur San Francisco. Greeley & Co.'s 
express called «t Mr. Morgan's residence and 
took awav Miss Williams' trunk before she left 
on I he 4 o'clock boat. Harry Snook, son-in-law 
to Mr.iieor;;,' W. Keeler. mat'iager of the Golden 
date I'nderittkiiig <'omi'Mny, '24'J;) Mission 
street, iniornied Mr. Moruttn that Mr. Iiurrant 
had a key to the eiii:i\li >t'.uly.

"It was either ten minutes 
to 3 o'clock or twenty minutes past li. in 
be quite positive I would have to consult 
the ticket-taker at the ' ferries. I have 
known Durrant for seven or eight years 
and could not be mistaken. He was watch- 
ing the people coming off the boat and as I 
was iu a hurry I did not speak to him. I 
don't know anything else aliout the case." 

Frank A. Sademan of -'i'^ Lapidge 
street, the janitor of Kmmanucl Baptist 
Church, gave some important testimony 
in regard to a conversation he had with 
Durrant at the ferries last Friday at 4 p. M. 

"W'hat is your business'.' ' a.sked liie 
Coroner. "I am employed in a lumlier- 
rard as a piler, and have also been janitor 
of the Kmmannel Baptist Church since 
last Cct.d-ier." 

In an -wer to other questions the witnc^ss 
told all about his connection wilh the 
church. "I generally go to the church 
alxiut 8 o'clock on Hunday morning," .said 
he. "I light the furnace to heat the build- 
ing and generalh- remain there until after 
the services. Then I go home and get 
back about 6 in the evening and open 
up for the meeting of the Young People's 
Society of Christian Endeavor. After the 
regular service I put out the lights, lock 
up the church and start for home about 
9::'j0 r. .M. On Wednesday evening there is 
prayer meeting, and I get thereabout? 
p. M . to light tip. The service is over about 
9:80 o'doek,. after which I again lock up 
and go home. Then, once in a while, we 
have an entertainment. . Latterly'we have 
had quite a number of gatherings in the 
church of a Friday evning. 

"Lately, since I have been employed in 
the Inmber-yard, my boy, 15 years old, 
does the sweeping and cleaning tluriiig tho 
daytime. 1 hen 1 go there ou Saturday 
lugliis and put on the finishing touches. I 
clean the furnace and lay the nre so as to 
be ready for Sunday. 

"I have seen Durrant in the church dur- 
ing week days, but he was nei-tly always 
ill tlie company of lieorge Knox. While I 
believe he hud a key to the rear door, I am 
not sure, because I never saw him use one. 
I have heard George King state positively 
that Durrant had a key. George King 
also told me that he himself had keys to 
the front door. Two keys are necessary to 
get into the church by the front door; one 
opens the iron gate and the otiier the door 
proper." 

The Coroner— When were you last in the 
belfry? 

Sademan — It might have been a month 
ago since I was in the belfry. Tlie boys 
used to rvn up and down there playing, "so 
I went up one day and locked the door. I 
looked in first of all, because I thought one 
of the boys might be in hiding. There 
was no one there, so I closed tlic door and 
locked it. The lock and knob were iu per- 
fect order. 1 don't know of any one wijO 
had a key to the door. 

The Coroner— Were there any electric 
wires in the Iniilding? 

Sademan — Yes. sir. The chandeliers in 
tile church were lit by electricity and there 
wereelectric liells throughout the building. 
Durrant used to attend to the batteries and 
keep the apparatus in order. 

Q.— Were there ever any young ladies in 
the church alone? A.— ^oithat I cau re-

DURRANT ARRAIGNED 



He Listens to the Reading of 
the Complaint Without 
a Tremor. 

An arranpomeut had been made to have 
Dnrrant arrai;,'ii(d before Judge (Ionian 
immediately after the inquest h.id ad- 
jouriitd for the day. 

It was about 12::iO o'clock wlien a hack 
drove up to the City Prison. The few jieo- 
ple around expected to see Durrant step 
out of the hack, but they were disap- 
pointed. It was a rase of Captain Doag- 
• lass, who ordered the hack ooDtaining the 
prisoner to be driven round to the LarUn- 
street entrance to the Central police sta- 
tion. 

People on I.arkin and McAllister streets 
seeing a har k driven furiously up to the 
City I'rison and another hack driven as 
furiouslv round to the Larkin-etreet en- 
trance fancied that i*ome dreadful tragedy 
had taken place, the more so when about a 
dozen pohcemen came pouring out of the 
station and lined tbi- eMrance. They im- 
mediately ran in all <i:Te, Hons to the Citv 
Prison and by the time Cniaain Douglass 
rusned Durrant out of the hack, followed 
by detectives and policemen, through the 
halitothi' prison there was a fair-sized 
crowd I lie ruse had exactly the opposite 
effect to what was intended. 

Durrant had justxot into hit oellwtaen 



he was taken ont again and escorted by 
Captain DoultIbss and a squad of police- 
men to Judge Conlan's court. There were 
few people in the corridor, as court had 
been adjourned at 12 o'clock ami all in- 
quirers were told that Durrant was not to 
appear. The court began to hit and before 
the proceedings were over every seat was 
occupied. 

Durrant had completely regained his 
composure. He was as cool and uncon- 
cerned as if he had merely been one of the 
spt'ctators. He sat bctiveen nis counsel, 
General Dickinson, and Captain Douglass. 
Detective Gibson was immediately behind 
him and halt a dozen policemen were be- 
hind Gibson. 

The case was called and the .Tudtre or- 
dered Durrant to stand up. He did so 
promptly and after glancing lurtively from 




ing about half- past o'clock, showed 
signs of liaving passed a restless night. 
His hideous niglitmare made him haggard 
and wan. He quickly dressed himself and 
sat on bis bench reading a magazine which 
his mother had left with him the previous 
night. 

About H o'clock he was disturbed in his 
reading by people staring at him and ask- 
ing him how he felt and other trivial 
questions. Half an honr afterward Cap- 
tain Douglass and Detective Gibson 
called upon him and notified him tnat it 
was time for him to go to the Morgue to 
be present at the incpMBt. 

When he retamed from the Police 
Court after being arraigned he started in 
to read the magazine. 'When a,sked to step 
forward for a brief interview he looked uj) 
resentfully and replied that he declined to 
speak to any one on the advice of his at- 
torneys. 

There was a regular stream of callers at 
the prison, but the doorkeeper was lirm in 
his refusal to open the door unless they 
had business in the prison. Two old 
ladies who have regularly visited the 
l>rison whenever a murderer was locked 
uu made desperate efforts to get ailiuit- 

, tance, and went awav in a very angry 

I mood when they signafly failed. 

Karly in the evenmp his f:itlier called to 
see him. They remained in earnest con- 
versation for at)out half an hour, riome of 
his fellow-students also called to see him 
and he chatted pleasantly with them. 
About half-pa.»t 9 o'clock his mother, a 
gentle little woman, called with George F. 
Malme, a friend. She was permitted to enter 
the cell, but Malme bad to stand outside. 

; Mother and son greeted each other affec- 
tionately. She remained with .him till 
after 10 o'clock, and when she stepped into 
the light it was seen that her eyes were retl 
with weeping. Durrant kept in the back 
part of the cell. He sat down on the beueh 
and covered his face with his hands. 

Durrant was asked last night if he cared

He replied 
that he did not care to do so, as he had not 
yet been able to fully talk over matters 
with bis attorney. It was possible that in

out through the prison. The incident 
was jiassed over as ctirious, but not unac- 
countable, aud nothing more was thought 
of it. 

The cries broke out again last night, and 

Smith, rushing to Dnrrant's cell, saw him 
writhing in the clutches of a terrible night- 
mare. While he was silent the struggle 
continued, but when the spell was broken 
and he succeeded in emitting a series of 
shrieks the paroxysm subsided, and in a 
few seconils all was over. "Is Durrant liv- 
ing over again his struggle in the Kiu- 
manuel Baptist Church, or is it only the 
result of indigestion"? is the question that 
is tr mbling the prison orticials. 

A MOTHER'S>RAYER. 



Mrs. Durrant Appeals to the 
Public to Suspend Its 
Judgment. 

5frs. Durrant made the following state* 
ment and ai'iieal hist night: 

' I'o the ])uli!ic: I want to appeal to you 
through the colunins of this paper to witli- 
bold your decision as to the ^juilt or inno- 
cence of my boy till you have the sworn 
testimony of both sides with which to 
judge. The newspaper reports have been 
somewhat inaccurate, and certain of them 
appear to have espoused the side of the 
prosecution. 

"I realize that there is considerable evi- 
dence which appears to point to Theo, but 
it is wholly circumstantial. He was 
familiar with the interior of the church — 
so were many others. He had a key to 
the church. So bad many more. Why do 
they not arrest tliein all aii'l make them 
show where they were at the limes of the 
murders? It seems to me that would be 
the fair thing to do. And besides the lock 
on the door is a common, cheap lock which 
almost anybody could open. 



that the assassin had to break his way into 
the room. 

"Theo did not meet the ghl at the ferry, 
for he and a member of the Signal Corps 
rode up from the ferry together, leaving 
the foot of >farket street at five minutes to 
4 o'clock. They went to the armory to- 
gether and were there at 4:.'VJ o'clock. 
Theo was home to dinner and left about 8 
o'clock. He saw Dr. Perkins at his home 
and then started to go to the armory. He 
changed his mind when near Fourteenth 
street and started for the party. When 
he got there he shook hands with 
some of the ladies before he washed. 
His hair was nunpled, bat every 
man who wears his hair long in 
the present style knows how easy it gets 
mussed. There was nothing strange about 
his washing at Dr. Vogel's, for the young 
men when they come here to spend the 
evening almost always want to rinse their 
hands and brush their clothes. 

■' I'hey talk a great deal about men who 
saw him Friday night with Miss Williams 
but the papers did not pulilish the fact 
that two of the men did not identify Theo 
when they went to the City Prison to do 
so.

They 
saw a short, slender man, who wore a long 
overcoat and a slouch hAt. There must be 
10,000 man in this city who would answer 
that description. 

"Another thing. What motive conld 
Theo have had for doing such a thing? 
Ahsolntely none. He has lived in .-^an 
Francisco fifteen years, and no one ever 
could say :i thing against him. He has 
hundreds of friends here, too, and all the 
young ladies of the church respect and be- 
lieve in him. 

"I believe all these things which look so 
bad against my boy are the result of a con- 
spiracy. Either some enemy of mine wants 
to injure my son, or the guilty man is 
shielding himself by throwing suspicion on 
They. 

"There are some questions in the case 
which have never been satisfactorily an- 
swered. Why did Mr. Gibson want to 
hush the matter up at fir-t. and why did 
he refuse to let the police iiave the keys to 
the cliiirch? Why did Mr. fiibson refuse 
liimself to the rejiorters on Saturday? Did 
not Minnie Williams say something once 
about a man about 40 years old? To whom 
did that gray hair belong which was found 
yesterday in the clotted blood on the floor 
of the book closet? Theodore has not a 
gray hair in his head, 

"They talk about scratches on Theo's 
face. 'They were not there when he kissed 
me good-by at 6:30 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing, that I can swear.

It was sworn to l y Detective Anthony and 
recited the fact that on or about the 12th 
day of April "the crime of felony, to wit, 
murder, was committed, to wit. by W. H. 
Theodire Durrant. who then and there did 
willfully and iiniawfully, feloniously and 
with malice aforethouglit kill and inurder 
a certain human le ir!.', to ^' ii, one .Minnie 
Williams, and this coinplainaiit upon oath 
accuses the said W. II, 'I'heodore Durrant 
of having coniniitted said crime," 

Clerk Wat.son read the words containing 
the charge slowly and deliberately, and 
when he reached the word "murder" he 
looked Durrant straight in the eyes, ex- 
pecting to see a tremor of some kind or a 
catching at the throat, but he was disap- 
pointed. Durrant bore it all with the ut- 
most coolness and nerve. 

"What is your true name?" asked Clerk 
Watson, after finishing the reading of the 
compla int. 

"William Henry Theodore Durrant," 
calmly replied the prisoner. 

Pro-ecuting .attorney Wakeman made a 
motion to postjioiie furtiicr jiroeeedings 
till after the coiiclu-ion of the Coroner's 
in'jiiest. 

(■eneral Dickinson protested against what 
he termed the outrage upon his client in 
dragging hitu to the Morgue without con- 
sulting him about it. "I would like ta 
know by what authority he was taken to 
the MorKUe," he said. '"l ask for delay, as 
I wish to consult with my client and have 
time to prepare for trial. This young man 
has been charged with one of the most 
heinous crimes that have happened in Cal- 
ifornia. Popular sentiment against him 
is very strong, and as he is entitled to a 
fair and impartial trial I think it is only 
right that the trial should be deferred until 
the popular sentiment tones down." 

Judge Conlan said he was opposed to a 
long adjournment. The prisoner wotild 
have a fair and impartial trial. He fixed 
Monday next at 11 A. v. for the prelimin- 
aiy examinati'u). 

General Dickiii.son said he would reserve 
bis rights to ask for a continuance at that 
time. Court then adjourned and Durrant 
was taken back to his cell in the prison.

A VAIN SEARCH. 

No Bloodstains Found on Any 
of DurranVs Cloth- 
ing. 

The weakest point in the theory that 
Dnrrant killed the two girls whose bodies 
were found in Emmanuel Church is that a 
most thorough search fails to reveal on his 

clothing a single spot of blood. The de- 
tectives have examined all his garments 
bit by bit and inch by inch. They occu- 
pied three days in the search, but have 
found not the least discoloration. 

Mrs. Durrant, the mother of the accused, 
sends her washing to a Chinaman every 
two weeks. It was returned on Monday of 
last week, so that since the disappearance 
of Bliinche Lamont not a garment has 
been sent from the Dnrrant home on Fair 
Oaks street. The regular two weeks' 
washing should have goneto the laundry 
yesterday, but it was not ready and it will 
l)e sent tb-day. It Includes mteen collars, 
five or six shirts and two or three suits of 
underclothes belonging to her son Theo- 
dore. The detectives hunted all through 
the big "wash," but without result. 

'Voting Durrant has only one pair of 
shoes— those he is now wearing. He bvfys 
his shoes a pair at a time and wears them 
until they are worn out. His mother gave 
away all his old footwear over a month 
ago. 



DURRANT TALKS. 

He Declares That Morgan's 
Story Was False-Did Not 
Know Ware* 

Diirrant spent a qniet afternoon yester- 
day. H« received a large number of 
friends,' who are members of the signal 
corps or students at Cooiter Medical Col- 
lege. They all shook him by the hand 
warmly and assured him of their belief of 
his innocence. 

This was very comforting to Durrant 
after his tri,il at the Coroner's inquest. He 
got into better spirits and by the middle 
of the afternoon was more composed than 
he has been at anytime since his arrest. 
His bearing toward visitors and members 
of the press was gentlemanly. He showed 
no ^gns whatever of breaking down. He 
refused to speak on the details of the 
crimes with which he is charged, but made 
a few statements, > 

He said : "The story that I was friendly 
with Eugene Ware is a fake. I never knew 
him, don't think I ever saw him, and 
never heard of him till the news of his 
murder was published, I don't think he 
ever belonged to the signal corps.

sault 'Minnie Williams is absurd. There 
are plenty of girls in San Francisco for me 
to call on without having to go to Ala- 
meda. It is nonsen.se to even think I 
would be so greatly attracted by a thin, 
sickly little girl like Minnie Williams. I 
have always thought she was a good, kind 
little girl, but she never attracted me in 
the way alleged in the least. 

"I realize that the circumstances look 
bad at present for me, but I feel contident 
that I will be able to establish my inno- 
cence. It is a case of mistaken identity 
on the part of three young ladies who 
think they saw me board a Powell-street 
car with Blanche Lamont the day she dis- 
appeared. I will be able to explain away 
at the proper time the other pieces of cir- 
cumstantial evidence which lead people to 
unjustly acpu.se me. 

"No, "I have not the sligtest idea who 
could liave killed the two girls. I cannot 
believe that any one of my acquaintances 
could have Committed the awfnl deeds. I 
have no reason to helieve that a conspiracy 
exists to prove me guilty in order to pro- 
tect some other person. I am surprised 
at some of the, reported actions taken by 
Dr. Gibson, George King, Clarence Wolfe 
and Dr. Vogel, but I am snre that none of 
them could have been connected in any 
way with the horrible crimes. We were 
all young men together in tlie cbnich and 
I would be sorry to hear anything against 
them."

The Janitor Did Not Tell Dur- 
rant to Repair the Gas 
Fixtures. 



F. A. Pademan, the janitor of the 
church, contradicts the statement of Dur- 
rant in regard to the gas fixtures being 
out of order. They had been out of order, 
but had been repaired long before the day 
on which Blanche Lamont disappeared. 

Dnrrant in a statement made Monday 
evening said the janitor had told him that 
the gas jets did not bum well and that he 
would like Durntnt to fix them. Dnrrant 
in his statement said that on Wednesday, 
two weeks ago to-day, he went directly 
from (.'ooper Medical College to the 
church, fie went into the loft above the 
church and lixed tiie gas jets so that they 
would bum properly. So as to save him- 
self the tronble of running up and down 
from the loft he turned on the gas before 
he went inui the loft. When he reached 
the loft he leaned down over the gas jets 
while fixinif them, and could not avoid in- 
haling some gas. This, he claims, is what 
made bim so sick when he left the loft and 
met George King in the churcli. 

Janitor .Sademan was strong in bis belief 
that Durrant vvas not in the loft fixing the' 
gas jets on the day Blanche Lamont dis- 
appeared. He said: "One week ago Satur- 
day some men put a new style of burners 
on the gas fixtures. They were in the loft 
at the time. The old gas jets were_ re- 
moved, but they were in good condition . 
We never had" any trouble with them. 
The new ones were put in only because 
they were of a new patent. 1 did speak to 
Durrant about the gas-lighting appa- 
ratus, but that took place over a 
month ago I feel sure. About this 
time the battery tised in supplying 
the current which lights the gas in the 
three rings of jets in the ceiling ran out 
and I asked Durrant to attend to it, as be 
is an electrician. The connection with 
one of the rings of jets gets out of order at 
times. 1 spoke to Durrant about it. He 
may have gone into the loft to fix the 
wires at that time, but not two weelrf ago, 
as there has been no trouble in lighting 
the gas for a month or so. I suppose 
Durrant cleverly thought of the inodent 
and made it up as an ezenae for his condi- 
tion and the met of hia- being np in the 
building." 

HE KEPT CLOSE VIGIL. 

Durrani's Patience Was Re- 
warded and He Mst Miss 
Witllams. 

As the visit of Dnrrant on that fateful 
P'riday afternoon to the ferry depot, pre- 
sumably to meet Miss Williams, will have 
a strong bearing upon the case, everything 
that can be .learned of bis movements 
there is of itpecial interest. 

Durrant waited at the ferries until the 
arrival of the 4:45 p. m. boat with the Ala- 
meda passengers. Miss Minnie Williams, 
the murdered girl, left Versailles on the 
five minutes past four train, and would 
therefore have been due in f^an Francisco 
on the ferry steamer. As the passengers 
were coming off the boat Durrant was ac- 
costed by Mrs. 8. C. Wilmans, nee Par- 
tridge, of Xewmans, but formerly of Ti'T 
Shotwell street. Durrant and his sister 
and Mrs. Wilmans were classmates at the 
C^well College. 

•iTie latter therefore stopped a few mo- 
ments to ask after Miss Durrant, "The 
young man said his sister was in Berlin 
pursuing her musical studies and was do- 
ing remarkably well. Mrs., Williams was 
in no hurry as her boat did not leave until 
."> p. M,, but Durrant seemed anxious and 
kept a careful watch on every one who 
came out of the ferry gates. She tinally 
bade him good-by ana entered the wait- 
ing-room, leaving Durrant still keeping up 
a vigilant watch. 

In regard to Durrant's peculiarities, Karl 
C. Partridge of the railway mail service 
tells an interesting story. A week or so 
ago the two young men were downtown 
together. In a public thoroughfare a 
Couple of girls accosted Durrani in a fa- 
miliar way and asked him if he was not 
"going to treat." Ihirrant acqtiicsced and 
took them through a rear entrance into the 
back parlor of a saloon. The girls drank 
beer aud Durrant a Queen Charlotte, 

After the men and women parted com- 
pany Durrant expressed his surprise at the 
fact of the two girls drinking beer with 
such apparent relish. 

.\ liitic later he grew confidential, and 
told Partridge in so many words that he 
had succeeded in becoming quite intimate 
'with a girl whom he had long had a great 
desire to be friendly with. The girl in 

inestion is st^posad to have been Blanche 
lamont. .' ■ 

AGAIN CONTRADICTS. 



Durrant Was Absent From His 
, Class on That Fatal 
Wednesday. 

One by one the links in the chain of evi- 
dence that is being wound slowly and 
surely around Theodore Durrant comes in 
place and the young medical student is 
either the demon of lust and blood or the 
victim of 'Circumstances that are crushing 
him in their deadly folds. In all his state- 
ments regarding his movements on April 
3, the opening day of the double tragedy, 
he insists that he attended his class 
lecture at Cooper's Medical College in the 
afternoon. Miss Minnie Kdwards, Jfisa 
Alice I'leasant and Miss M, I.anigan told 
Chief Crowley that they identitied Dtirrant 
as the young man they saw with Blanche 
Lamont on the car at the comer of Clay 
and Powell streets at 3 o'clock that day. 

Durrant denied their statement in the 
following words: 

.My ciiniieciiens with Blanche Lamont have 
been (;ru.s.,ly inisrcpresented. It Is true that I 
met her oil Friday, ,\pril 3, early In the morn- 
Ini?, We went from the Mhtsion to our re- 
spective schools. We went on a Mlsiiion-street 
car, lr»nsierred to the Polk-street Une at Ninth 
and M ission ,«treetg, and at the corner of Sutter 
and Polk streets we again translered, this time 
to the Sutter-street line. 

Miss Blanche asked meto^ with her, and as 
I could go tar -way ef the Sntter-atieetf ears near 
to ttie Cooper Medical College, I aocompabied 
her. 

From the senior class attendance book of 
the medical college kept by G. A.Hall, 
one of the students, it is learned that Dnr- 
rant did not appear at the lectures that 
day and he ia marked abaant. Bedidnot 
ibowiwattbaoollegsiiBtaA^m Med- 



ical Student Hall is positive that Durrant 
"cut" the lectures, as the latter's seat is 
near his and there was no possibility of 
his being present at the time when the 
three Normal School girls allege they saw 
him at Clay and Powell streets. 

ONE MORE WITNESS. 

Attorney A. Fried lander Saw 
Durrant Last Friday 
Evening. 



A. Friedlaiider, attomey-at-iaw, called 
at police headquarters yesterday. He ot^ 
tained a permit to see Durrant and saw 
hrm last evening, whereupon he called at 
the Chief's office and made the following 
statement : 

"1 saw a young man last Friday evening 
on the corner of Twenty-third and Bartlett 
streets between 8 and 8:15 o'clock. He 
was alone at the corner. I have identified 
the prisoner, Durrant, this evening as the 
same party I saw that night, only be bad 
an overcoat on at that time." 



DETECTIVES' VIEWS. 

Morse, Stilwell, McFarlane and 
Lucas Discuss the Evidence 
In Hand. 



Those who are in charge of the several 
detective agencies in this city, though not 
working on the church tragedies, have 
kept themselves advised of the facts aa 

they developed. 

Harry X. Morse of Morse's Patrol, speak- 
ing of the terrible crimes, said: 

I have, of course, not had anything to do 
with thse cases, and I only know what I 
have read in the papers. To me it looks 
like a very strong case against the young 
man Durrant, but so far it is purely cir- 
cumstantial. Still, I have an intuitive 
feeling tliat he is not guilty. Why I have 
that feeling I cannot explain, and can only 
say that the evidence looks very strong 
against bhu. I have that feeling that he is 
not the man. Circumstantial evidence is 
alwavs looked upon as very strong evi- 
dence, but it is not always the safest. 

I', W, .McFarlane, who has an office on 
.Montgomery street, said: "The testimony 
that is being adduced against the prisoner 
Durrant appears to connect liim very 
closely with the two murders, the most 
horrible ever known : yet it is only circnm- 
stantial. and I should want it coriDborated 
before I would believe the young man 
guilty. Sotne how or other I am not fully 
satished that he is the guilty man, and I 
have an idea from what 1 have read that 
there is some one else in the crime; but as 
I have not had anything to do with the 
case I am not in a position to express an 
opinion." 

C. J. Stilwell of the Stilwell agency 
said: "This is a very singular case, anil 
from what I have read come to the Conclu- 
sion that it looks black for Durrant, but I am 
not sufliciently conversant with the facts to 
form a theory. From the published ac- 
coun ts there appears to be a great many 
circtimstances that point to Durrant as the 
perpetrator of both murders. There is one 
thing, however, that 1 believe and thai; is 
that ne has been lying in regard to the 
finding of the purse that belonged to the 
Williams nrl. I am of the opinion that 
he obtainra the purse from the girl at some

Like That Which Was on the 
Paper That Wrapped 
the Rings. 

Clouds are gathering black and fast 
around Theodore Durrant. When he was 
arrested )ie was suspected of the crime, 
now there are few wlio do not believe him 
guilty of murdering the two pure and 
blameless maidens in the church that will 
never be sacred again. 

The evidence against him that was 
brongbt to lieht yesterday is considered 
conclasive by the police. Three girls had 
testified that on the day Blanche Lament 
had disappeared they saw Dnrtant with 
her late in the afternoon, and they 
further testified that she was cartTingber 
school books at the time. 

The books were found in the loft of the 
church yesterday, and the dead girl's 
shoes, hat and gloves were also found 
there, proving that she did not go home, 
but went to the church after the t'irU saw 
her with the young man who they say was 
Durrant. 

It wiU be remembered that on that after 
noon yeong King um Durrant coming 
from the loft of the chnroh with dust on 
bis trousers. The student was agitated 
and called for a sedative. He said that be 
had been in the loft repairing a gas or 
electric fixture. The janitor of the churc h 
yesterday said that nothing was wrong 
with the lijrht or lixtures. 

Blanche I,aniont's garments were exam- 
ined yesterday by an expert who found on 
the waist short hair that is like Durrant's 
hair. Several witnesses have contradicted 
Dnrrant's statement abont his movements 
at the time of and subwqnent to the mur- 
der. 

Eaily this morning, as on yesterday 
morning, his repose was broken by a 

hideous dream, and his cries of fear and 
horror aroused the slumbering prisoners 
and brought the jailers to his cell. His 
niotlier ha" appealed to the public to su=- 
penil jii Urn; .t until something stronger 
than cir, -- r ialevidenoe baa been pro- 
duced agaui^it her son. 

FINDS IN THECHURCH 

Dark Lanterns and Axes Bring 
Forth Books and 
Clothins. 

Kmmanuel Church yielded yesterday 
from it;< ilarkest and most uncanny nooks 
more evidences of the bloody crimes that 
have defiled it beyond atonement. 

In the belfry tower thebat<rf Blanche 
Lamont was fragged into view when the 
flooring of the lowest landing was chopped 
away, aii'l w hen <iflicers of the law crawled 
with I'ri k ' ■ ■ rns into the darkest and 
dufti''..t (if the loft next to the 

roof tliey f..'.ii'l the missing schoolbooks 
of the murdered t;irl anil her shoes and the 
lost glove, wlmse mate wa? found by the 
bodv wlten it was disi ovcreil. 

The most ira portant discovery was th.at 
■ of the school book-. It was conclusive 
proof that blanche Lanioi-.t took with her 
when she went into the church the books 
with which she left the Xormal School at 
3 p. M. on .\pril 'i. when she boarflM a 
Po'vell-street car with a yo'.in;:' n.aii whom 
three of hT srhd ihuatc- liave identitied as 
Durant. She in :-! have gone to the church 
dieectly or nri.r'.y so that Wednesday after- 
noon when she went downtown with Dur- 
rant, and the aaturai inference would be 
that she was dead and stretched in the 
high belfry tower before night, for such 
an innocent and reputable girl could not 
have been induced to stay alone in a lonely 
church after the time when she would be 
expected at home. Indeed, the natural 
assumption is that she was enticed into 
the church for but a few minutes over some 
plausible pretext, for she had an appoint- 
ment with her maslc-teecher for Miss La- 
mont that afternoon is supposed to have 
gone into the church with uurrant to get 
that copy of the "Newcomes" be had 
promised her. 

All day yesterday and throQgh last night 
Sergeant Reynolds and a squad of police- 
men guarded and held tvi-session of the 
church. It would liavo boen crowded he- 
yooU any time in its history if two officers 
bad not been constantly on guard outside 
and kept from the front door everybody 
who had no important business inside. 

During the forenoon 8er'.;eant Reynolds 
took off his uniform and white shirt and 
with other olticers similarly prepared f jr 
dusty work, began a thorough exploration 
of the church. There are many deep holes 
and dark corners a!l ihrougli the big Imild- 
ing between the plasteied rooms and the 
foundations, shingles and sheathing. The 
cellar was first searched though not fully, 
but nothing was found. Sergeant Rey- 
nolds declared that he wotild find those 
books, and he did. 

About niio'i ' veral men climbed the 
stairs at ;!;(• fmi.i pnd leading to the 
tower. The lirst discoveries were made at 
the first landing in the tower in a room 
about 10x10 feet in size, into which a door 
opens from the gallery. Here the narrow 
belfry stairs begin to zigng upward, and 
through it Blanche Lament's body was 
carried to the highest renting place. Ths 
door from the gallery into this nnnsed cor- 
ner tower sl)ci-'. '^ that it was prii»d open 
with som' thiiig iisud like a jitnmy, Tlie 
door had been found locked by Ueteciive 
Gibson, and both door knobs and the bar 
that connected them were gone. 

In looking carefully about Officer Cole- 
man {>eered into an opening in one corner 
and espied one of the knobs which was 
fished out. Then J. J. McQreevy, ton of 
Policeman McCreevy, and the young man 
who l)elicves he saw Durrant on Bartlett 
street that niijlit look an nx and split away 
the (loorinp for a foot on one siae. Tfie 
other doorknob was found under the floor 
between the joists and two feet from the 
Bide of the room where spaces opened 
between the untxiarded studding. 

Pretty soon young McGreovy chopped 
away a foot of the ttooring on "the other 
aide and a reach of hia band backward 
tinder the floor was rewarded with Blanche 
Lamont's hat, which was dragged forth. 

Climbing up tiie belfry stairs two short 
flights, the searchers crawled across dusty 
timbers on to what was once the plastered 
eeilittg of the ^auditoriQai. It is like a 
tetter A cut off aa»4iuxawaf smb tiw 



top, and above it spreads at a sharper an^le 
the roof of the church. After the building 
was completed, the shaking of the struc- I 
ture kept .'^ending down tlie ceiling jdaster. ! 
and then several feet below it was built . 
another ceiling tliat was Ijoarded. Thus, ; 
along the center line of the church, above i 
is lirst the present board ceiling, which | 
can be safely walked niion, then the : 
original <'eiling \<-:. f'-ct aKove. through 
which one may easily put his foot by step- I 
ping off the rafters, and above this several 
feet is the roof. ' | 

It was between this origiiuil ceiling and 
the roof that thi' re^; of the explorations of . 
the afternoon were made. The briglil sun- ' 
light outside came faintly through little 
cracks here and there, and just enabled ; 
one to sec where to step and crawl safely 
alonj; the linihers and amunt: the rough , 
and dusty braces. The searchers had two ' 



used to prv open that ujiper door through 
which Blanche I.aniont's body had been 
carried. One was a half-inch and the other 
seven-eighths of an inch wide. The dis- 
ooTery of the chisel in the pastor's study is 
interesting, but its full significance cannot 
yet be explained. 

One thing that started, or at least stimu- 
lated, the thorough search of the rear of 
the church was the discovery there during 
the afternoon of tome marks that the 
police and others thought were blood- 
stains. Across a part of the rear of the 
church, opening from behind the choir 
platform, runs a narrow hallway. 

Along it are three little rooms, one of 
which Is a washroom, and it ends at one of 
the doors to the pastor's study. About the 
marole w^aslistand, on the door post at the 
entrance to the pastor's study and on the 
wainscoBtiug were reddish drops and 
daubs much resembling blood. Had they 
jiroved to bo such it would have been an 
extrenu ly inijiortant circumstance, as all 
the evi<iejices of both crimes are conlined 
to the front end of the building. 

Four samples of these stains were last 
night submitted by the Cali, to Dr. Avron 
Newman, an expert microscopist and as- 



the murderers could not have helped step- 
ping in it, but there is nowhere outside the 
library on carpet or wall a sign of blood. 
Thi.s points to the fact that the murderer 
must have shrewdly taken off his shoes 
when he left tlie library. 

On the inside of the cover of the book, 
"Chute's Physic," was wiitteaifi lettering 
the following: 

Learn what ttaa book tdla yetL Do not 
expect anjrone to explain any thing to yon. 
No one will use common sense. If you 
havi^ none take the consequences. Do not 
ask any questions. You may l>e taken for 
an idiot. You may be one. If von cannot 
make an experiment keep still abont it. 
No one will know the difference. 

The police believe that the lettering was 
done by Durrant, as it bears a strong re- 
semblance to his style of handwriting. 

Emmanuel Church seemed yesterday 
forsaken by every holy suggestion. The 
pulpit was yet decorated for the Easter 
festivities that were abandoned, but the 
lilies that described a great white cross 
drooped and were withered and molded. 
Jars of rosea about the altar looked as 
desolate, and the petals had fallen in heaps 
to the floor, leaving scraggy stems above. 



quivering lips and blanched cheeks and 

cansed his eyes to wear a haunted look 
came from the dread of personal violence 
at the hands of a mob whose intensity of 
feeling he got an inkling of when he landed 
at the ferry on Sunday night, or whether 
the outward cousciou'ness of guilt becom- 
ing irrepressible were responsible for the 

ghysical tokens of terror; can only as yet 
s gnessed at. 

When ushered into the room where the 
inquest was being held be glanced furtively 
around and his look showed that he ex- 
pected to be confronted with the remains 
of the dead woman. He paused for an 
instant, but the otlicers hustled him un- 
ceremoniously along and he was soon In a 
seat where he was partly hiiiden from view. 

When the taking of testimony was lin- 
ished for the day Durrant was nlmost pros- 
trated. Althougli <mly four witnesses had 
been examined their testimony was very 
damaging to the accused. As Witness 
Morgan told in detail of his attempt on 
the honor of Miss Williams several weeks 
prior to the tragedy the prisoner sank 
deeper and deeper Into bis chair, and when 
Frank A. Sademan told, of their meeting

dark lanterns, which were turned like 
searchliLihts into every little corner and 
cranny, down nark spaces between stud- 
dings, under the eaves and up among the j 
rafters and aloni: beams and braces. 

The belfry rises at the nortlieast comer I 
of the building. Hy the middle of the i 
afternoon several men were crawling about 1 
the northwest corner, just under the roof I 
and next to the eaves. Officer Herve was I 
prodding abotit with a stick and a dark I 
lantern, and soon he reached down be- 
tween two studdiugs and hauled out Miss 
1-aniont's bundle of books, still strapped 
together, as she bad carried them. That 
gave more elation and encouragement. 

In a recess among the dark rafters young 
M< Orecvy next found toe missing glove. 
This corner of the loft proved to be a mine. 
Right in the dark comer, and peculiarly 
placed among the beams and rafters, the 
two shoes were found, one just a little 
above the other. 

That was the extent of what the after- 
noon brongbt to light. Every hour's work 
helped to wrvck the building, in every cor- 
ner of which a curse spertieil to have rested. 
Upstairs a inurderoi's iimmy had wreckfd 
the belfry door and policemen's axes liad 
wrecked a floor. In climbing abont the 
loft legs constantly went down through 
the plastered ceilin?, for in the dark and 
along tlie inclined beams feet W(j\il I slip. 
From the stairway below big holes could 
be seen in the ceilings above. 

An illustration of the possibilities of 
hiding things is the well, two feet square 
and forty feet deep, left somehow in the 
structure. Offlcer Herve determined to in- 
vestigate it, and while going carefally 
down he slipped and went to the botioiu 
unhurt. All he found was an old pair of 
workmen's shoes. 

The discoveries of the afternoon showed 
that the murderer had used a strange care 
in hiding the clothing of his victim. He 
had distributed it about in a queer way, 
and with much trouble most of the cloth- 
ing was found on the beams, above the 
body when it was first discovereil. The 
Imt had been tucked far undera belfry 
floor, and to dispose of the books, shoes 
and one glove the murderer bad with 
much pains climbed and crawled « hard 
way clear across the front of the church, 
uncler the roof, to find still darker biding> 
places. 

One wonders what could hare been his 
motive in biding all the victim's clothing 
BO carefully when the naked remains were 
left to the certain view of anybody who 
climbed the belfry stairs as" somebody 
would soon be apt to do, especially when 
the broken door would start early investi- 
gation. Did the fiend mean to dispose of 
the body elsewhere with means of identifi- 
cation absent'/ 

In the evening a still more vigorous and 
ruthless campaign was begun by the police. 
Ten {Mtrolmen under Sergeant I'ojyiiolds 
went to worK with axes in the rearof the 
church. The pulnit itself could not hide 
anything that should be known. The 
pastor's study was first UiTestigated, and 
it appeared to yield something of great im- i 
portance. I 

In one corner amid a little rubbish, as i 
though carelessly thrown there, was a car- ' 
penter's chisel and it fitted one of the 
iimmv marks on the broken belfry door. 
Xwo ustrttmeats of diat kiad had been

wound, spraying the wall and in 
places striking it in quantities.

He 
had no cause for fear, however, as over 
fifty police were stationed on Dunbar alley 
ana Merchant street and no one was 
allowed nearer the jail than Kearny, 
Washington aii'l Montj'onury streets. 
Unce in the jail Captain Dou^dass had re- 
course to a ruse that was successful in dis- 
persing the crowd. He dressed a man in 
Durrani's overcoat and hat and hustled 
him into a waiting hack. The horses were 
turned arouml to face Montgomery street 
and. when all was ready a dash was made 
for that thoroughfare. The crowd was 
principally congregated on Kearny street, 
and when the people saw the hackdmh- 
ing away in the other direction they made 
a rush down Clay street in a vain attempt 
to intercept it. "Half an hour later there 
were not a dozen people around the jail 
and then Durrant was quietly put in an- 
other hack and driven to the new City 
Hall. 

The Coroner's inquest was set for 10 .\. M. 
yesterday, but it was not until half an hour 
later that the first witness was called. 
Eugene Deuprey and A. W. Thompson, at- 
tornevs for the accused, were prompt, but 
Distri' t Attorney Barnes was dilatory. A 
few minutes after the latter' s arrival Dur- 
rant was brought in and then Officer A. B. 
Riehl was called to the stand. In answw 
to questions pt;t by Coroner Hawkins he 
testified practically as follows: 

On Saturday, the 13th inst., about 1 p. m., 
I was going up Mission street in company 
with Officer James A. Feeney. At Twenty- 
first street a parly came along an<t said, 
• i'here's a dead body over in Emmanuel 
Baptist Church.' We went over there and 
ipund a nomber of people in the library. 
The Coroner or the Coroner's deputy was 
there and I saw the dead body of a woman 
also. It was the remains of Minnie Wil- 
lams. She was lying in the library, 
that is in the closet. The door 
was open and there was blood all 
around. She had all her clothing on, ex- 
cept her cape. It was ou the table, but had 
been on the floor. One of the women mem- 
bers of the chnroh picked it np and after 
examining it laid It on the table. Her 
clothing was open at the breast and I saw 
the knife wounds. That* was a gash on 
her forehead and her right wrist was cut 
around." 

Coroner HawWns— Did you meet any 
one else yon knew in the church outside of 
the Coroner's deputies 

Riehl — There were several people there 
when I came in, but 1 did not know any of 
them. 

"Do you know anything else?" 

'•Nothing, exrept that 1 saw them re- 
moving the gag from her mouth. One of 
the deputies or a reporter took it out." 

A juror— Did foa know Minnie 'Williams 
personally ? 

Kiehl— 1 did not,1rat parties who came 
identitied her. 

Riehl was then excused and C. H. Mor- 
gan, president of the California Casket 
Company, was called. Uis tesiiiaony was 
the most important given dniing the hear- 



ing, and the verbatim questions by the 
Coroner and answers by the witness were 
as follows ;

The Coroner then read the following 
statement: 

"Statement of Clark H. Morgan, president 
of the California Casket Company, 9S4 and 

936 Mission street, April 13, 1895: 

*'Miss Minnie Williams w as employed in the 
casket iaciory uniil about three months ago, 
since wnl(_'ii tirne she has btx-n employed as a 
servant at the residence of Mr. ^lorgan in 
Alameda. Mr. Tlo-odore Durrant, a medical 
Rtudfiit, residing with his parents in San Fran- 
cisco, called on .Miss Williams a few days ago 
and said he wanted her to come over to the 
city as he \i ished to sav some'hfng special to 
her. Mlsfl Williams reuiied that he could in- 
form her there as well, as sh« seenit <l to be 
suspicious of him. Mr. Durrant then de.*=irc*d ' 
to know w lu'u he could see her, and she replied [ 
that she « as coming over to the church social 
oil Friday uijrht. the 12th Inst. Miss AViUianis 
went to the hairdressers aDout 3 r. .M., I2th |

- By the Coroner: Q.— Did you make tbis state- 
ment, Mr. Morgan? A.— Part of it. Mostly 
correct. 

Q.— In what portion is it not eoneet? A—

I perhaps might say, being worse 
that fatherless, she (■oniid.-d in me and calleu 
me KXandfather; she Ini 1 no other home in the 
world. That you may understand how this all

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worked iu the family of John N. Yonnj, a near 
neighbor of mine.

I 
have seen nothing of her since. I was told by 
Chief Crowley my evidence before the Cdr- 
ouer's jury would be 6t no earthly account.

I am sure it is ben. I could identity the waist 
she wore If necessary, or the waist that was 
made for her. 

By the Coroner: Q.— What was the color ot 
the waist, Mr. Morgan? A.— It wa> a changeable 
green and blue, I should say. 

A waist being shown to the witness, the wit- 
ness replied, 'That Is hers?" 

y.- You identify that aa the waist she wotef 
A.— Y'es, sir. 

E. S. Chappelle. a Southern Pacific de- 
tective, was the next witness. "I saw Tbeo 
Durrant at the Oakland ferries last Prir 
day," said he in answer to a question, by 
the Coroner. "It was either ten minutes 
to 3 o'clock or twenty minutes past 3. To 
be quite positive I would have to consult 
the ticket-taker at the ' ferries. I have 
known Durrant for seven or ci;,'ht years 
and could not be mistaken. He was watch- 
ing the people coming off the boat and as I 
was in a hurry I did not speak to him. I 
don't know anything else alioiit the case." 

Frank A. f-'adcnian of L'."i';' Lapidge 
street, the janitor of Kmm.inuel Baptist 
Chtirch, gave some important testimony 
in regard to a conversation he had with 
Durrant at the ferries last Friday at 4 p. M. 

"What IB your business?" asked the 
Coroner. "I am employed in a lumber- 
yard as a piler, and liave also been janitor 
of the Emmanuel Baptist Church since 
last October." 

In answer to other questions the witness 
told all about his connection with tho 
church. "I generally go to the church 
about 8 o'clock on Sunday morning," said 
he. "I light the furnace to heat the build- 
ing and gcncrully reniMin there until after 
the services. Tnen I go home and get 
back aI>out (i in the evening and open 
up for the meeting of the Young People's 
(society of C'liristian Kndeavor. After the 
regular service I put out the lights, lock 
up the church and start for home about 
9:30 p. M. On Wednesday evening there is 
prayer meeting, and I get there about 7 
p. M. to light up. The service is over about 
9:30 o'clock, after which I again lockup 
and go home. Then, once in a while, we 
have an entertainment. , Latterly we have 
had quite a number of gatherings in the 
church of a Friday evniug. 

"Latelv, since I have been employed in 
the lumber-yard, my boy, 15 years old, 
does the sweeping and cleaning during the 
daytime. 'Iherv 1 go there on Saturday 
nights and put on the finishing touches. I 
clean the furnace and lay the fixe so as to 
be ready for Sunday. 

"I have seen Durrant in the church dur- 
ing week days, but he was mostly always 
in'the company of George Knox. 'While I 
lieiieve he had a key to the rear door, I am 
not sure, because I never saw him use one. 
I have heard Gcor;_'e King state positively 
tliat Durrant luui ti key. (Jcorge King 
also told me that he himself had keys to 
the front door. Two keys are necessary to 
get into the church by the front door; one 
opens the iron gate and the other the door 
proper. " 

The Coroner— When were you last in the 
belfry? 

Sademan — It might have been a month 
ago since I was in the belfry. The boys 
U;cd to rvn up and down there playing, "so 
1 went up one day and locked the door. I 
looked in first of all, because I thought one 
of the boys might be in hiding. There 
was no one there, so I cIosf(i the door and 
locked it. The lock and knob were in i>er- 
fect order. I don't know of any one wi.o 
had a key to the door. 

The Coroner— Were there any electrio 
wires in the building? 

yadcman— Yes. sir. The chandeliers in 
the church were lit by electricity and there 
were electric bells throughout the building. 
Durrant used to attend to the batteries and 
keep the apparatus in order. 

ti- Were there ever any young ladies in 
the church alone? A.— Xo(that I can re- 
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laember. I have s.>pn yo iiic l;\dies come | 
Si of a Saturday afternoon w i'h rtowers to 
decorate with. The rear door was prob- 
hlv opon ami tlicy would pet in that way. 
I "fruqiieatlv foiind thi- ri'.ir door open.

Q.— When (lid vou .see Diirrant last ? A. —

])(• was d(i:iiL-. Ill' said hi- Had been there 
nil the afleriioon a:id thai ho had a clew to 
the disappearance of Miss Blaiu'tie I.,amont. 
lie said it was rumored that she would 
leave that afternoon to visit some 
friendi in the country and he was 
on ihe lookout for ijii. lie told 
nie that the detective c !u)iloyed by 
Mr. Noble did not seem very ollicient. In 
the first place he would not do anything 
until a fee of was paid him. liurnint 
thoupht tliat w.is nut fair be<-aiise the OlB- 
cer was j;ettin^' ?S a day fr.>ni Iho tiovern- 
meut. Kext Durrani told me that when 
the otflcer got the money he asked a few 
simple questions. "How old was Hiss La- 
mont?" he asked, and when totd 21, he 
said: •' Oil, why Ixitlier aljont her. She's 
able to take care of herself." The detec- 
tive, according to Dnrrant, called upon llr. 
Vopel, and asked him to make inipiiries 
among his friends, and if he hi'ard any- 
thing of the missiiif: (.-irl to report to luiii. 
Just before {.arling Durrani said to me: 
•• The detective is a poor one. and I'm help- 
ing him out because of the interest taken 
in the disappearance by the church jjeople. 
Besides I'm looking out for someone else." 
The witness could not swear whether he 
bad ever seen Durrant and Blanche La- 
SQont in the church or walking to-rethcr. 

Dr. J. <Teor>;e (iihson, pastor of Kniman- 
tiel Baptist I'hureli, was the next witness 
called, lie answered the questions put to 
bim readily-, but got irritated once or twin- 
over questions that were put to him. He 
wanted to be asked about certain occur- 
rences in a certain wav. and Dr. Hawkins 
told him sharply tlia't he would conduct 
the examination in a manner that suited 
himself. 

"I last saw Minnie Williams alive when 
the yoting (>eop]e gave me a reception. She 

was alone.*

Q.— Iii.l Villi ever See Durrant in the 
company of Miss Williams? A. — I never 
did. I have seen him walking with Blanche 
Lamont. 

Q.— •Who gave out the keys? A. — I really 
don't know. I bought my own. 1 always 
thought that Theodore Durrant had a key, 
and I have seen him in the church when 
he was alone. He was a very handy man ; 
kept our drclrii al apjiaratus in" order, 
drew illustrations on tlie blackboard for 
the children and used to sing for us. I 
never saw him coming from the belfry 
tower. 

A juror— What happened while you were 
In the church on Satiirdav morning? 'A.— 
In my statement to the CAt.L I said: "Hat- 
urday morning I got up early, Sunday 
being Easter^ and got to the church at !» 
o'clock, which is an hour earlier than I 
usually get there. The door was closed, 
but unlocked. I stepped inside and heard 
a noise as of s<_)me one walking in the 
library-room. I said to myself. Oti, it's 
just the janitor or his bov cleaning up.' 
As it was too early (or the mail I went 
right np the back stairs into my study. 
The janitor's hoy came in." Finil- 
ing the dour unlocked at an earlier 
hour than usual he wondered if I was 
in the study. He came up the back stairs, 
listened, heard me reading aloud and then 
went back about hi:* work. Before he came 
1 was conscious that some one was in the 
building, but did not go to see, thinking 
that the janitor wanted to make a special 
clean-up for Kaster. After a short time I 
went into the ciniri-h and sjioke to the 
janitor's hnv, telliiiL' liini n 't to clean the 
platform till the all! riio. m. He said, 'Mr. 
Gibson, do you l.now th.it the iibrarv !ias 
been broken oj.i n /' I said. No, but "don't 
you say anything and 1 will see about it.' 
Knowing my mail would be downstairs I 
went down into the front hallway. I saw 
the door of the Iibrarv broken open. I 
looked at the lonk. went into the little 
room, looked around, but as everything 
was in perfect order itdid not strike"me to 
open the door of the little closet nnder the 
stairs v. here the books are kept, so I pa.ssed 
out." I have nothing to add to that. 

tj.— Have you not stated that you were 
in the company of Durrant from 7 to 9 on 
Saturday night? A.— I never made anv 
such statement, and I was not in his com- 
pany. 

Q.— Who told yon that Miss Williams 
■was murdered in the church? A.— Mrs. 
Nolte came to my room and told nie. I 
went and called Dr. Kim;, and together we 
visited the church. 1 got Dr. King to go 
along because 1 wanted a witness. All the 
rest you know. I only saw Dnrrant alone 
in the church once, fie was then arrang- 
ing the books in the library. 

With the conclu.sion of Dr. Gibson's tes- 
timony the Coroner adjuurned court until 
this morning.

DURRANT ARRAIGNED 



He Listens to the Reading of 
the Complaint Without 
a Tremor. 

An arrangemcut had been made to have 
Dnrrant arraigned before Jiulgc ( onlan 
immediately .-.ftcr the inquest had ad- 
journed for the day. 

It was about 12 :.'J0 o'clock when a hack 
drove up to the City Prison. The few peo- 
ple around expected to Bee Durrant step 
out of the hadt, bnt they were disap- 
pointed. It was a ruse of Captain Doug- 
lass, who ordered the hack containing the 
prisoner to Ije driven round to the Larkin- 
st reel entrance to tlie Central police sta- 
tion. 

I'eujile on Larkin and Me.AlIister streets 
seeing a hack driven fiiriouMv up to the 
City Prison and another hack driven as 
furioublv round to the Larkin-itrcet en- 
trance fancied that some dreadful tragedy 
had taken place, the more so when about a 
dozen policemen came pouring out of the 
station and line.f tbe entrance. Thev irn- 
inediati-iy r;,n ill all directions to the Citv 
Frinm and Ly the time Captain Douglas"s 
rusi . 1 liin rant out of the hack, followed 
tn dete, t ves .and policemen, through the 
hall to the prison there was a fau-sized 
crowd. The ruse had exactly the opposite 
«0ect to what was intended.

he was taken ont again and escorted by 
Captain l)ouL.dass and a squad of police- 
men to Judge Coiilan's court. There were 
few people in the corridor, as court had 
been adjourned at 12 o clork and all in- 
quirers Were told that Durrant was not to 
appear. The court began to fill and before 
the proceedings were over every seat was 
occupied. 

l>uriant had completely regained bis 
composure. He was as cool and nncon- 
cerned as if he had merely been one of the 
spectators. He sat between iiis counsel, 
(ieneral Dickinson, and Captain Douglass. 
Detpciive (iitison was immediately behind 
him and half a dozen policemen were be- 
hind Gibson. 

The ca.se was called and the Judge or- 
dered Durrant to stand up. He did so 
promptly and after glancing furtively from 



ing about half- past o'clock, showed 
sn<ns of having passed a resth ni.dit. 
His hideous nightmare made him ha.-u-m 1 
and wan. He quickly dressed bimseli and 
sat on bis bench reading a magazine which 
his mother had left with him the previous 
night. 

About 9 o'clock he was disturbed in his 
reading by people staring at him and ask- 
ing him bow be felt and other trivial 
qtwstions. Half an hour afterward Cap- 
tain Douglass and Detective Gibson 
called upon him and notitied liim that it 
was time for him to go to the Morgue to 
be present at the inquest. 

When he returned from the Police 
Court after being arraigned he started in 
to read the magazine. When asked to step 
forward for a brief interview he looked up 
resentfully and replied that be declined to 
speak to any one on the advice of bis at- 
torneys. 

The're was a regular stream of callers at 
the prison, but the doorkeeiicr was lirm in 
his refusal to open the door unless they 
had business in the prison. "Two old 
ladies who have regularly visited the 
prison wlienever a iniirderer was locked 
up made desperate efforts to get admit- 
tance, and went away in a very angry 
mood when they signally failed. 

Karly in the eveninp his father called to 
see niin. They ri-maiiied in earnest oon- 
versalion for auuut half an hour. Some of 
his fellow-students ;i!so called to see him 
and he chatted pleasantly with them. 
About half-past 9 o'clock his mother, a 
gentle little woman, called with (ieor^-e !■'. 
Maline, a friend. She was permitted to enter 
the cell, but Malme had to stand outside. 
Mother and son greeted each other alTec- 
tionately. She remained with .him till 
after 10 o'clock, and when she stepped into 
the light it w^as seen that her eyes were reti 
with weeping. Durrant kept in the back 
part of tne cell. He sat down on the beueh 
and covered his face with his hands. 

Durrant was asked last night if he cared 
to make any furtlier statement in explana- 
tion of several points at variance witii 
what he said on Sunday night. He replied 
that he did not care to do so, as he had not 
yet been able to fully talk over matters 
with bis attorney. It was possible that in 



first time Monday night. His groans rang 

out through the prison. Tlie incident 
was passed over as curiou.s, but not unac- 
countable, aud nothing more was thought 
of it. 

The cries broke out again last night, and 
Smitli, rushing to Durrani's cell, saw him 
writhing in the clutches of a terrible night- 
mare. While he was silent the struggle 
continued, bnt when the spell was broken 
and he succeeded in emitting a series of 
shrieks the paroxysm subsided, and in a 
few seconds all was over. "Is Durrant liv- 
ing over again his struggle in the Kra- 
manuel Baptist C'hurch, or is it only the 
result of indigestiim" ? is the question that 
is troubling tlie prison oilicials. 

A MOTHER'S PRAYER. 

Mrs. Durrant Appeals to the 
Public to Suspend Its 
Judgment. 

Mrs. Dnrrant made the following state- 

ment and appeal last night: 

"To the public: I want to apiieal to you 
through the oolumns of this paiier to with- 
hold your decision as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of my boy till you have the sworn 
testimony of both sides witli which to 
judge. The newspaper re{n)rts have been 
somewhat inaccurate, and certain of tbem 
apuear to have espoused tbe Bide of the 
prosecution. 

"X realize that there is considerable evi- 
dence which appears to point to Theo, but 
it is wholly circumstantial. He was 
familiar with the interior of the church — 
so were many others. He had a key to 
the church. So had many more. Why do 
they not arrest them all and make them 
show where they were at the times of the 
murders? It seems to me that would be 
the fair thing to do. And besides tbe lock 
on the door is a common, cheap lock wbicb 
almost anybody could open.

' 'Tbeo did not meet tbe glil at tbe ferry, 
for be and a member of the Signal Corps 
rode up from the ferry together, leaving 
the foot of Market street at five minutes to 
4 o'clock.

"What is your true name?" asked Clerk 
Watson, after finishing the reading of the 
complaint.

Prosecuting Attorney "Wakeman made a 
motion to postpone further proceedings 
till after the conclusion of the Coroners 
inquest. 

General Dickinson protested against what 
he termed the outrage upon his client in 
dragging !iim lo the Morgue without con- 
sulting him about it. would like ta 
know by wha' amliority lie was taki-n to 
the Morgue," l;e -.uil, "1 ask for delay, as 
I wish to consult with my client and have 
time to prepare for trial.

A VAIN SEARCH. 

No Bloodstains Found on Any 
of Durrant's Cloth- 
ing. 

The weakest point in tbe theory tbat 
Dnrrant killed the two girls whose bodies 
were found in Emmanuel Cburcb is that a 
most thorough search fails to reveal on his 

clothing a single spot of blood. The de- 
tectives have examined all his garments 
bit by bit and inch by inch. They occu- 
pied three days in the search, but have 

found not the least discoloration. 

Mrs. Durrant, the mother of tliearcused, 
sends her washing to a Chinaman every 
two weeks. It was returned on Monday of 
last week, so that since the disappearance 
of BUnche Lamont not a garment has 
been sent from the Dnrrant home on Fair 
C)aks street. The regular two weeks' 
washins.' sliould have gone to the laundry 
yesterday, but it was not ready and it will 
be sent to-day. It Includes mtMn collars, 
five or six shirts and two or three suits of 
underclothes belonging to her son Theo- 
dore. The detectives hunted all through 
the big "wash," but without result. 

Young Durrant has only one pair of 
shoes— those he is now wearing. He buys 
his shoes a pair at a time and wears them 
until they are worn out. His mother gave 
away all his old footwear over a month 
ago. 

DURRANT TALKS. 

He Declares That Morgan's 
Story Was False— Did Not 
Know Ware. 

Dorrant spent s quiet afternoon yester- 
day. He received a large mwiber of 
frieiids,' who are members of tbe signal 
corps or students at Cooiier Medical Col- 
lege. They all shook him by tbe hand 
warmly and assured hira of their belief of 
His innocence. 

This was very comforting to Dnrrant 
after his trial at the Coroner's inipiest. He 
got into better spirits .md by the middle 
of the afternoon was more comjiosed than 
he h.as been at anytime since his arrest.

are plenty of girls in San Francisco for me 
to call on without having to go to -^.la- 
mrda.

I 
have always thought she was a good, kind 
little girl, 'but she never attracted me in 
the way alleged in the least. 

"I realize that the circumstances look 
bad at present for me, but I feel confident 
that I will be able to establish my inno- 
cence. It is a case of mistaken identity 
on tbe part of three young ladies who 
think they saw me board a I'owell-street 
car with iSlanehe Lamont tlie day she dis- 
appeared. 1 will be able to explain away 
at the proper time tbe other pieces of cir- 
cumstantial evidence which lead people to 
unjustly accuse me.

I cannot 
believe that any one of my acquaintances 
could have ^mmitted the awful deeds. I 
have no reason to believe that a conspiracy 
exists to prove me guilty in order to pro- 
tect some other person. I am surprised 
at some of the reported actions taken by 
Dr. Gibson, George King, Clarence Wolfe 
and Dr. Vogel, but I am sure that none of 
them could have been connected in any 
way with tbe horrible crimes. We were 
all young men together in the church and 
I would be sorry to hear anything against 
them." 

SAYS IT~IS FALSE. 



The Janitor Did Not Tell Dur- 
rant to Repair the Gas 
Fixtures. 



F. A. Pademan, the janitor of the 
church, contradicts the statement of Dur- 
rant in regard to tbe gas fixtures being 
out of order. They had been ont of order, 
but had been repaired long before tlie day 
on which Blanclie I.amoni disa|)pe ired. 

Durrant in a statement made Monday 
evening said the janitor had told him that 
the gas jets did not burn well and that he 
would like Durrant to fix them. Dnrrant 
in hia statement said that on fVednesday, 
two weeks ago to-day, he went directly 
from Cooper Medical College to the 
church. He went into the loft above the 
church and fixed the gas jets so that they 
would burn properly. So as to save him- 
self the trouble of running up and down 
from the loft he turned on the gas before 
he went into the loft. When he reached 
the loft he leaned down over the gas jets 
while fixing them, and could not avoid in- 
haling some gas. Tbis, he claims, is what 
made bim so -n k wlieii he left the loft and 
met George Kim: in rhu ehurcli. 

Janitor SaUemaii was strong in bis belief 
tbat Durrant was not in the loft fixing the' 
gas jets on tbe day Blanche Lamont dis- 
appeared, lie said: "One week ago Satur- 
day some men put a new style of burners 
on the gas fixtures. They were in the loft 
at the time. The old gas jets were re- 
moved, bnt they were in good condition. 
We never had any tnmble with them. 
The new ones were put in onlv because 
t hey were of a new patent. I did speak to 
Durrant about the gas-lighting appa- 
ratus, but that took place over a 
month ago I feel sure. About tbis 
time tbe battery used in supplying 
the current which" lights the gas m the 
three rings of jets in the ceiling ran out 
and I asked Durrant to attend to it, as he 
is an electrician. The connection with 
one of the rings of jets gets out of order at 
times. I spoke to Durrant about it. He 
may liave gone into the loft to fix the 
wires at that time, but not two week^ ago. 
as there has been no trouble in lighting 
the gas for a month jr so. 1 supjiose 
Durrant cleverly thought or the incident 
and made it up as an excuse for his condi- 
ti<m and the fact of bis- being up in the 
building." 

HE KEPTCLOSE VIGIL. 

Durrant's Patience Was Re- 
warded and He Met Miss 
WItliaihs. 

As the visit of Durrant on tbat fateful 
Friday afternoon to the ferry depot, pre- 
snmably to meet Miss 'Williams, will have 
a strong bearing upon the case, everything 
tbat can be leimed of bis moT^ents 
there la of special interest. 

Durrant waited at the ferries until the 
arrival of the 4:4.'> p. m, boat with the Ala- 
meda passengers. Miss Minnie Williams, 
the murdered girl, left 'Versailles on the 
five minutes past four train, and would 
therefore have heen due in San Francisco 
on the ferry steamer. As the passengers 
were coming off' the boat' 'Dnrrant was ac- 
costed by Mrs. S. C. Wilmans, nee I'ar- 
tridge, of Xewmans, but formerly of 7J7 
Shotwell street. Durrant and his sister 
and Mrs. Wilmans were classmates at the 
C«rawell College. 

'The latter tnerefore stopped a few mo- 
ments to ask after Miss Durrant. The 
young man said his sister was in Berlin 
pursuing her musical studies and was do- 
ing remarkably weU. Mrs.. 'Williams was 
in no hurry as her bdat did not leave until 
5 p. M., but Durrant seemed anxious ami 
kept a careful watch on every one who 
came out of the ferry gates. She finally 
bade him good-by anaentered the wait- 
ing-room, leaving Durrant still keeping up 
a vigilant watch.

Durrant acquiesced and 
took them through a rear entrance into the 
back jiarlor of a saloon. The girls drank 
beer aud Durrant a (^ueen Charlotte. 

After the men and women parted com- 
pany Durrant expressed bis sutfcise at ihe 
fact of the two girls drinking beer with 
such apparent relish. 

A little later he grew confidential, and 
told Partridge in so many words that he 
bad succeeded in l>ecoming quite intimate 
with a girl whom he had long bad a great 
desire to be friendly with. The. girl in 
question is supposed to have been Blanche 
Lamont. j' ■ 

AGAIN CONTRADICTS. 



Durrant Was Absent From His 
Class on That Fatal 
Wednesday. 

One by one the links in the chain of evi- 
dence that is being wound slowly and 
surely around Theodore Dnrrant comes in 
place and the young medical student is 
either the demon of Inst and blood or the 
victim of 'ciicumstances that are crushing 
bim in their deadly folds. In all his state- 
ments regarding his movements on April 
3, the opening daj of the double tragedy, 
be insists that he attended his class 
lecture at Cooper's Medical College in the 
afternoon. Miss Minnie Edwards, Miss 
Alice Pleasant and Miss M. Lanigan told 
Chief Crowley that they identified Durrant 
as the young man they saw with Blanche 
Lamont on the car at the corner of Cliy 
and Powell streets at 3 o'clock 'Uiat day. 

Durrant denied their statement in the 
following words : 

-My eoiuieclions with Blanche Lamont have 
been grossly inisrepresented. It Is true tbati 
met her on Krhlay, April ,'t, early in the morn- 
itiK. We went from the Mission to our re- 
spi etive schools. We went on a Mission-street 
ear, transferred to the Polk-ntreet line at Ninth 
anil .Mission streets, and at the corner of Sutter 
anil I'olk streets we afaln transfered, this time 
to <he Sutler-street line. 

Mi^s Blanche asked me to 'go with her, and as 
I could gobrwayef theSntter-sMetearsAear 
to the Cooper Medical College, I accompahlad 
her. 

From the senior class attendance book of 
the medical college kept by O. A. Hall, 
one of the students, it is learned that Dur- 
rant did not appear at the lectures that 
day and be is marked absent. Hedidnot 
•hmriQatUMeolbKeiintaAtfiam Med- 



ical Student Hall is positive that Durrant 
"cut" the lectures, as the latter's seat is 
near his and there was no possibility of 
his being present at the time when tbe 
three Normal Sctaool girls allege they saw 
bim at Clay and Powell streets. 

ONE MORE WITNESS. 

Attorney A. Fried lander Saw 
Durrant Last Friday 
Evening. 



A. Friedlander, attomey-at-law, called 
at police headquarters yesterday. He ob- 
tained a permit to see Dnrrant and saw 
hrm last evening, whereupon he called at 
tbe Chief's office and made the following 
statement: - 

"T saw a young man last Friday evening 
on the corner of Twenty-third and Bartlett 
streets between 8 and Hrlo o'clock. Ho 
was alone at the corner. I have identified 
the prisoner, Durrant, this evening as the 
same party I saw that night, only he had 
an overcoat on at that time. " 



DETECTIVES' VIEWS. 

Morse, Stilwell, McFarlane and 
Lucas Discuss the Evidence 
in Hand. 



Those who are in eliarrre of the several 
detective agencies in this city, though not 
working on the church tragedies, have 
kept themselves advised of the facts as 
they developed. 

Harry X. Morse of Horse's Patrol, speak- 
ing of the terrible crimes, said: 

I have, of course, not had anything to do 
with thse cases, and I only know what I 
have read in the papers. 'To nie it looks 
like a very strong case against tbe young 
man Durrant, but so fur it is imrely c.ir- 
cumstantiul. Still, I have an intuitive 
feeling tbat he is not guilty. Why I have 
that feeling I cannot exi>Iain, and can only 
say that tbe evidence looks very strong 
against him. I have that feeling that he is 
not the man. Circumstantial evidence is 
always looked upon as very strong evi- 
dence, but it is not always the safest. 

F. W. McKarlane, who lias an office on 
Montgomery street, said: "The testimony 
that is lieing adduced against the prisoner 
Durrant appears to connect him very 
closely with the two murders, the most 
borriiJe ever known; yet it i.s only circum- 
stantial, and I should want it corroborated 
before I would believe the young man 
guilty. Some how or otber I am not fully 
satislied that he is the guilty man, and "l 
have an idea from what 1 have read that 
there is some one else in the crime; but as 
I have not had anything to do with the 
case I am not in a position to express an 
opinion." 

C. J. Stilwell of the Stilwell agency 

said : "Tbis is a very singular case, and 
from what I have read come to the conclu- 
sion tbat it looks black for Durrant, but I am 
not sufliciently conversantwith the facts to 
form a theory. From the published ac- 
coun ts there appears to be a great many 
circumstances that point to Durrant as the 
perpetrator of both murders. There is one 
thing, however, that I believe and that; is 
that lie has been lying in regard to the 
finding of the purse that belonged to the 
Williams girL I am of the opinion that 
he obtainw tbe purse from tbe girl at some

to children. At New Orleans every year, 
on the occasion of the Mardi Gras 
festival, there is a pompous parade 
of tbe Mayor and Aldermen to tbe 
"Kastcm Gate," or something like that, in 
which is borne a ridiculous gilded key ot 
prodigiotts sise. M the "Eastern Gate" 
the solemn cavalcade is met by^ the King 
of tbe Carnival on the Field off the Cloth 
of Gold ; and although the KinK is gener- 
ally dreadfully masked and stuffed, he re- 
ceives tbe "key" and tbe ofticial "freedom 
of tbe city" w ith excruciating unction and 
condescension. Tlicn begins tbe most 
wonderful of Anierii'an festivals— the only 
American festival worthy ot the name. 

Ij09 Angeles has made an iidniirable be- 
ginning in the introductiou of her "liesta," 
which is a fairly good Spanish rendering 
of ''carnival." If this charming city of 
the south had the time and courage to re- 
some its original Spanish name, and trans- 
late it literally into "The Pueblo of the 
Queen of the Angels," it might be spared 
the trouble of explaining the beauty of its 
women, the glory of its flowers and the 
genial splendor of the Eonsbius that 
tloods it. I 

And so the great festival— an event which 
will serve the befrinning of future carni- 
vals that shall rival in time the Mardi 
Gras ot Rome— has como into swing; und 
further up the coast, at Santa Barbara, the 
same spirit is abroad, throwing rosea and 
kisses instead of oonfcrtti and serpentines, 
and all the wanner and sweeter -for that. 
The solemn gray ghosts ot the old padres 
hovering mayhap about the bells in the 
tower of tbe ancient mission will not 
grieve to see the present veneration honor- 
ing their God by rejoicing in His bocmties; 
and in the tolling of the cbimes away up 
a'bove the city wliirh is rioting in its own 
loveliness there may be mingled a benedic- 
tion that has been waiting for a century to 
lind a voice. 

Some of us belonging to San Frandseo 
are now at Los Angeles and Santa Barbara 
enjoying these exquisite pleasures. Many 
who did not go will regret their staying 
away, for this is a great event— greater 
even than many of those who are en- 
joying it can understand. It has not 
only a local value, bnt it has been accepted 
as an occasion for tbe ccraentinic of the 
sei'arated interests and aspirations of the 
peojiie of (.'aiilornia: and let ns hoiie that 
the lienedietion of the gray ghosts in tlie 
towers of ■'^ant.i Karbara Mi^.-ion, and the 
gracious spirit of a hopeful )>a>-t that must 
hover over the soil of tbe Fueblo of the 
Queen of the Angels, may fall upon Oie 
hearts of living men and lead them to base 
the work ot the fm :'e ir .^n the hopes of 
the past. 



TEL£6BAPHnr£^ PIOTTTBES. 

4 , 

In this issue of the t'\i.i appears an 
illustration which was trausniitltHl uy tole- 
gmph from Los Angeles. It depicts the 
reception, of the Queen of the Fiesta. In 
another part of this iasne the method of 
transmission is minutely described. In a 
word, the plan consists in drawing the 
original picture on a sheet divided int.) 
minute squares, wb.i' h are numbered per- 
pendicularly una lettered horizontally, 
and these figures and iLtu rsarc sent by 
telo^rajih, and when received are worked 
out on a corresponding sheet in tlie bands 
of the receiver. This necessarily gives an 
accurate reproduction of the original draw- 
ing. 

The principle is very simple, and is 
strictly analogous to tbe making of a plat 
from field notes and the telegraphic trans- 
mission of moves on a chesslxiard. Kvi- 
dently it is a perfect scheme for the tele- 
graphing of pictures done in outliiie, and 
it has no limitations of line or hatch shad- 
ing, except those imposed by time. 

:■ • y. arsago a very delicate and in- 
tricate maciiine was devised for this pur- 
pose. Its plan was to trace with a needle 
tbe lines of a drawing laid on a board 
crossed minutely by wires, each wire hav- 
ing such a distinctive reristance or trans- 
mitting power as would serve to influence 
an ink-bearing needle at the other end of 
the line to follow the course taken by the 
needle at tbe sending end, thus reproduc- 
ing the picture a? rapidly as it was traced. 
But the mechanism was too delicate and 
intricate to be reliable, and so tbe contriv- 
ance was abandoned. 

Mr. Willoughby's invention, used in the 
Call to-day for the first time in a newspa- 
per, is evidently infalliUe, and is so simple 
and BO utterly independent of electrical 
engineering that it is bound to be saccess- 
fnl. That the inventor is a San Francis- 
can, and that his invention appears first in 
a Ban Franciaoo paper, is a matter of par- 
ticular interest. 



At a recent meeting of the Gardeners' 
and Florists' Club ia Boston it was stated 
the flower business in that city had shown 
no falling off during the past two years, 
notwithstanding the depression in all 
other industries, and the fact may be cited 
as an evidence that Boston is prepared to 
saorifiee everythiag rather than the beaut i - 
ful. _ 

Every year comes the threat that if there 
are not good rains in April and May there 
will be a short crop of grain, and the 
humor of it is apparent when it is re- 
flected, first, that irrigation would reduce 
the problem to a certainty, and second, 
that grain-growing in California is gener- 
ally not profitable, and that fruit-grow- j 
ing is. _ I 

The looseness with which oounty author- 
ities guard the custody of important papers 
entrusted to their care has been demon- 
strated at Fresno, where some valuable 
letters in the Sunders murder case have 
disapjwared. It will probably be iieets- 
sary for many more such lapses to occ\ir 
b<-fore proper measures to prevent them 
are taken. ■ ■• 

As local political bodies entrusted with the 
government of State, county and city con- 
cerns cannot be trusted with authority to in- 
cumber their jurisdictions with a bonded 
debt created to aid private enterprises 
which ought to be a public benelit, tiie ' 
people who elect such bodies, and intend 
that they shall represent the pojiular 
standard oi !nte;.'r:;\'. l:aM' l-ef,ire them a 
problem that honest men have cause to 
poader serknuly. 



Ajs innjsu AL QU AaAirons. 

At the third annual California State San- 
itary Convention, bold in this City Mon- 
day afternoon, one or two apealcers urged 
thata <{U8»ntine be created which shall 
keep consumptives out of California. The 
two objections urged against these xinfort- 
unates were that they imposed a burden 
ou local taxpayers, and that they consti- 
tuted a menace to the health of sound resi- 
de:. ts. One of the S]>e.aker3 made the decla- 
ration that "in the County Hospital of Los 
Angeles nine-tenths of the patients are 
non-resident constmiptives from tbe East." 
It was further urged that the presence on 
trains of persons so afflicted was dangerous 
to other teatelers. 

These assertions all may be accepted as 
true, for they have been made by gentle- 
men belontring to one of the noblest of pro- 
f^ss;,,!.". r.;u ibe whole subject is very 
..1, ai. : ii. its consideration all possible 
wisdom .".nd patience should be brought. 

As a major prcniise. it is conceded that 
some parts of California offer au a|)proii- 
mate natural cure for consumption and 
other tuberculous or inflammatory dis- 
orders of the respiratory organs. But tbe 
areas in which the best results may be ex- 
pected are narrowly defined. They cer- 
tainly are not to be fonttd anywhere near 
the coast; and thotigh the climate of Los 
Angeles is more beneficial in such cases 
than that of places nearer the coas^ still 
Ix>s Angeles is by no means the best place 
in California for consumptives. The 
tenii'tation for them to live tluTe is the 
beauty ot the city and the medical, social, 
business and other su]>erior advantages 
wliicb may tiiere be found. It is bard to 
understand, however, how pauper con- 
sumptives, who become a charge on the 
residents, could have found the means of 
coming from the Bastem States for the 
purpose of living at Lea Angelea. 

Par better than Loe Angeiae ft>r eon- 
sttmptives, and far better than any other 
part of the State, ia the Colorado Desert, 
which stretches from San Gregorio Pass in 
California far to the eastward of the Colo- 
rado River in Arizona. In that region lie 
Palm Springs, Inyo, Yuma and other 
settled communities, Yuma particularly 
being • town enjoyias all tke nMaesaiy 



conveniences of a city. At Palm Springs 
t.here is a larfte hotel equipped for the care 
nf every manner ot invalid, with an able 
resident physician at hand, and at Inyo 
are adequate accommodations. 

All this means to say tiia* those ooB' 
snmptiveswho come to OaHfomla for the 
benefit of the climate and choose any spot^ 
outside the Colorado Desert, whether in 
California or Arlsona, most likely do so 
through ignorance of what is beat for them. 
This should serve as a sufficient suggestion 
to the State Board of Health and the Sani- 
tary League as to the work of education 
that it is certainly their privilege, if not 
their duty, to perform. A ijart of this 
work might be the promotion of isolated 
sanitariums on the desert for the care of 
these unfortunates. .\ most excellent 
ground for such a movement would be the 
familiar knowledge that sneh institutfons, 
equipped with able specialists and estab- 
lished in a climate which has been known 
to work almost miraculous cures, would be 
far more efficacious in tiie treatment of 
such cases than the open hazard whlohany 
California city would present. 

The altrurian phase of the matter hardly 
need be considered. Yet, wiiile all na- 
tions. State.' and municipalities erect un- 
questioned safesriKHrds against the intro- 
ductiou of malignant contagious and in- 
fections diseases it has never been the rule 
to exclude diseases, Uie spreading of which 
can be prevented ,by simple hygienic 
means. Consumption belongs to this class 
of ailments, and hence, that civilization 
which would quarantine it must, by SO 
doing, coutes^^ its inability to understand 
and apply the simple preventives against 
its communication which are known. 
.\l)art from this feature of the case is tbe 
larL'er ene of a Common d'.iiy to hclpotbers 
wliere we may do so with reasonable safety 
to'onrselves. All thes» consideratio na are 
weighty and deserve the moat generous 
attention. 



THE CIVIC lEDEBATIOH. 



There is abundant work in San Fran- 
cisco for a Civic Federation and abundant 
reasons why such an association should be 
organized to undertjike it. The elements 
of tbe City that tend toward evil are always 
more or less combined, and any movement 
that tends to form a union of the better 
elements of the City is distinctly gpod. 

Civic federations have nerformed im- 
portant work in Kew York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia, and have achieved notable 
successes in several smaller cities. These 
achievements attest the value of snch or- 
ganizations under right leadership, and 
there can bo little donbt that by pursuing 
similar methods results equally beneficial 
may be obtained here. 

The whole secret of the success attained 
by such organizations seems to be that of 
a division of labor so far as investigating 
evils is concerned, and a unity qf labor in 
carrying out any remedial plan. The as- 
sociation is divided into sections, each of 
which is charged with some particular 
work. In that way every department of 
civic life is covered, and every member of 
the association is able to devote himself to 
the work that is most congenial to him. 
When, however, any course of policy lias 
been decided upon, the whole association 
acts togetlii-r, e leb section having the stip- 
jiorl Ml all the I :iiers, and is endowed, 
therefore, with a tar greater force than it 
could possibly have alone. 

Of conrs<;, any mode of bringing good, 
upright, intelligent men into actual touch 
with all departments of municipal affairs 
is bound to be more or less beneficial. It 
has long been a subject of remark by crit- 
ical foreigners who visit this country that 
many of the best business men in Ameri- 
can communities are so lacking in local 
patriotism they take no part in the 
management of public affairs. That this 
criticism has been only too well founded 
no one can deny. Fortunately a change is 
coming over our people in that respect. 
Good men are coming to the front in 
mtmloipal polities in this City as well as 
elsewhere. We have seen a proof of this 
in the defeat of tbe bituminous rock Si^ 
dinance, and the strength of public senti- 
ment which sustains the Mayor and the 
tour Supervisors who were instrumental 
in defeating it affords assurance that 
whatever the Civic Federation may do for 
the public welfare will not lack for ap- 
proval and support 



all analyses have to be let to persons who 
are not City officers and therefore not 
bonnd by the oath and bond of office. 
Worse still, it was ascertained that the 
appropriation for this year for chemical 
analyses was only |300, and that the fixed 
price for a single analysis is $25. 

This all seems so abeurd, ebUdish and 
primitive that it is published with much 
hesitation. To say that such a condition 
of affairs is absolutely disgraceful would 
be dignifying the shame. It is conceivable 
i that such a Morgue so equipped might be 
I suitable for a village, and that nnotticial 
! and iiie.xpcriencod clicmists might be will- 
I ing to analyze the viscera of any corpse 
' for and micht have the courage to 

swear that tbe analysis had been thorough ; 
but certainly, as an adi'inct of tlie ma- 
chinery organized to examine into the 
obscure and complicated crimes of a great 
city, tbe Morgue of San FrsAciaco is a 
shameful burlesque, and tbe City is more 
disgraced by its presence than it could 
poNiUy be by tiie absence of any iort of a 
Morgue. 

BTEW ^ (ff OL EVEKAII). 

Senator Stewart's answer to Cleveland's 
letter diflers widely from the document 
that called it forth. The Senator has made 
use of none of those sonorous words of on- 
certain import with which the President's 
letter was tilled. He has written not with 
vigor only, but with clearness also, and 
meets Cleveland's vague declamation about 
' sound money" and ' safe currency" with a 
directness of statement that, to say the 
least of it, is refreshing by the contrast. 

The Senator very appropriately chal- 
lenges that vagueness in the President's 
letter which the Call alluded to yesterday, 
and, addressing him direcUy, says: "You 
have excited the curiosity of the people by 
your frequent use of stieh phrases as 'sound 
money' and 'safe currency.' but you have 
never condescended to satisfy that curi- 
osity by stating what these terms mean. 
What is 'sound money' or 'safe currency' 7 
The people would like a definite answer, 
as they do not understand What you 
mean." 

These words addressed to the President 
might be addressed to the gold-standard 
advoc.ites generally. For a long time now 
the gold men have been endeavoring to 
prejudice the minds of tbe unwary against 
bimetallism by denouncing it asadeba.sed 
currency, an unsound money and a dis- 
honest dollar. They have also claimed a 
superiority of morals and of knowledge for 
themselves by loudly asserting their cham- 
nionsbip of honesty and solidity in finan- 
cial affairs. These lofty assumptions can- 
not be allowed to jiass unchallenged, and 
the Senator very justly ( alls attention to 
them as a part ot the I'resident's letter 
which merits the .sevtre:-t condemnation. 

If either ot the two great parties on the 
money issue has a right to claim for itself 
tbe exclusive honor of being the champion 
of integrity and honesty, it would be the 
bimetallists. Certi^Iy they hav^ not 
son^t to debase any part of the money of 
the constitution as the gold-standard men 
have by demonetizing silver; nor have 
they sought to enrich one class at the ex- 
pense ot another In- increasing the valne 
of the coin in win ii a l debts must be 
paid. As Senator Stewart forcibly says tbe 
gold men have disregarded not only the 
t^-acbings of the fathers of the Republic, 
but have reversed the usages and customs 
of the civilized world which have existed 
for tbonsands of years previous to IRT.S. 
They have destroyed one-half the world's 
metallic money and enhanced the value of 
the other half fully 100 per cent. They 
have compelled the debtor to surrender 
more than double tbe amount of property 
to liqtiidate his debts that the money he 
borrowed would have purchased at the 
time he incurred tbe obligation. 

This l>eing t!ie record ot tbe two parties, 
it is certainly an impudent assumption on 
the part ot any advocate of the gold stan- 
dard to refer to bimetallism as a scheme of 
financial debasement and dishonor; and 
even if the man who does it holds the high 
office of President of the United States, he 
shotild not be allowed to go tmrebuked for 
his attempt to assist his own party by de- 
faming his opponents. 



PTTBH US THB WOBE. 

The work of advancing the San Joaquin 
railroad goes bravely on. The directors 
are losing no time in tbe work, but are 
pressing forward the preliminary arrange- 
ments with a rapidity that promises to 
make the construction of the road one ot 
the marvels of speed in American enter- 
prise. It is but a short time ago that the 
projeit existed only as a plan in the 
minds of a few far-seeing men, Imt i 
already it has assumed a form in which 
there is so much of actual aooompUshment 
as to assure the future. 

From the tone of the meeting of the 
directan on Monday it ia evident the 
prompt work of the past will be oontinned 
without a break. Bids will aoon be called 
for to supply ties, and possibly the plates, 
for the road, to be delivered in Stockton 
within sixty or seventy days. Director 
Upham is quoted as saying: "By that 
lime tbe rails will he here from New 
York with spikes, locomotives and 
construction-cars, and building will l>e 
started right off. The 10,000 tons of rails, 
with all necessary ties and irons, will con- 
tinue to arrive in good time thereafter to 
keep the construction work going on 
steadily. We ought to have the road from 
Stockton to Bakersfield finished and in 
mnning order this year." 

These are encouraging words. They 
give assurance that if only the right of 
way can bo promptly obtained, the com- 
peting road will he realized for the San 
Joaquin much more speidily tiian was 
expected. It would be a grand fe.-iival to 
celebrate the oi-eiiing of the new year in 
tbe great valley by an excursion on the 
new road. Bakersfield and Stockton 
could exchange the congratulations of the 
season imder these (dKumatances with 
words of business as well as of pleasure. 
Even without an excursion the day ot the 
opening of the road would be a notable 
one, and if the hope is realized of accom- 
plishing it this year California will have 
a just right to be proud oi the newly 
awakened enterprise and energy of her 
people.

M. H. de Voun?, proprietor of the San Fran- 
cisco rhronide, is on his way to Europe with 
his « it,, and cliildren. He left New York Tues- 
day uorniug for Liverpool on the North Ger- 
man Uoyd ateaauUp HaveL 

Mr. de Young did not go abroad to edit his 
newspaper permanently from foreign shores, 
after ;he manner of James Gordon Bcniictt. 
He was nut in ill health nor scared out of tlie 
eountry by tbe income tax, but took the trip 
iocldentally for pleasure, and ehlefly that his 
children micht have the advantage of learnini; 
French and (icrmaa from those wlio speak it. 
The De Young youngsters will be kept abroad 
just long enough for them to grow to be pro- 
tlcient llngolsts, and will be brought back la 
time to avoid learning to Olallke their own 
country. 

Mr. de Young expects to be gone a year, with 
an inlermissii'ii in N'ovemher tu atieiid the 
meeting of tlie National Ue|>ublican Com- 
mlitee, of which he Is a member. 

Before leaving, the California editor took tbe 
opportunity to talk to his fellow publishers 
through The Founli Kstate. 

"Our newsparer world," said Mr. de Young,

us on a tinner fiioiing an<i tlie right road to 
the attainment of our ambition. 

"The papers are entirely too Mg. Anyone who 
has anything to do lacks the/time to read the 
papers through. In ftet, busy men have to 
rely on one pai>or tor the^ news. This was not 
true In the past. 'With snidler sheets It was 
possible for active men to view the world from 
jlie points Of view o( all the papers. Both 
they and the newspapers were better off. 

"White paper Is now a matter of great mo- 
ment with the publishers, for we nue so much 
that it Is a terrifying item in the expense of 
production. A little more editing and con- 
densing will be a relief, not only to our pa- 
trons, but to our pocketbooks. 

"The growth of newspaper illnstratlon Is sur- 
prising, and is seltirg the publishers of the 
weekly Illustrated Journals to severely serious 
thinking. If the daily press advances as rap- 
idly in the direction of liberal Illustration, aa It 
has recently, then the weeklies devoted partic- 
ularly to that sort of bnsiness Will And them- 
selves without an occupation. 

"Another factor In tte 'publishing world is 
the number of cheap, but splendidly tllna- 
trated and carefully edited magaxlnes. I can- 
not see how the older concerns can avoid re- 
ducing their price, unless the public re- 
mains true to their style of literature and faith- 
ful to old tradltioDS. 

"It Is stated that the business of the adver- 
tising agenu is dull in New York. This cannot 
be tnio for a long time, as my own'experience 
should prove, Mr, ICliiott. my business man- 
ager, came Kast recently without the idea ot 
soliciting advertisement^. He met old friends, 
and incidentally was handed odVertlsiBg con- 
tracts amounting to !t;;to,(KiO. 
• "In addition to this otUur advt>rti>er5 a-ked 
for rates, and, getting them, assured ua of con- 
tracts still larger than those 1 have mentioned. 

"The Coast has grasped the ImporUnne of 
the linotyi*. There wlU be shipped to the 
Chronicle this week thirteen regular and one 
head-lhie machine. My contemporaries will 
also use the linotype. Tha newspapers near 
the Pacific are in the march of prMress and do 
not briag up the rear."— NtfW fork Knrth 
Estate.

A bottle of spiders 
was easier to procure tlian a single ant, 
and a bushel of blow flies would not out- 
weigh in the balance the foreqnarters of 
this industrious insect.

A Lively Timo Expected Among 
the Militia Infantry 
Offlcars. 



An election will Jie held in the First 
Infantry Regiment, N. G. C, early next 
month, to till the vacancy caused by the 
e.vpiration of the term of Colonel William 
}'. Sullivan. It will not be a quiet election, 
for there are two candidates in the field. 
Coioiiel Sullivan will run again for his 
present ollice and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bush, w^ho for two years has been second 
officer of the regiment, will nm against 
him. 

Behind this dnal candidacy for the com- 
mand of tbe regiment there lurks a tale of 

considerable interest, which dates back 
from the time Colonel Sullivan first started 
to agitate the plan of getting the regiment 
all under one roof. This incensed the 
"Nationals"— Companies C and G of the 
First— and the catidiilacy ot Colonel liush 
is t£eiier;'.lly attributed to the iiillucnce of 
these two companies. 

The trouble between the regiment and 
Companies C and G began when the new 
armory on iSllis street was about to be 
built. Colonel Stillivan opposed the build- 
ing scheme, because, he said, if at any time 
he could secnre an armory in which all the 
companies of the regiment could be safely 
and comfortably h<niscd, the building ven- 
ture oi the Nationals would tlieii bec(ime 
a serious drag on their resources, lor they 
would have to join tne remainder of the 
regiment. 

Notn ithstanding this edict of authority, 
the .Nationals ci.>iitiiiucd on and built their 
armory and are now occupying it, but 
Colonel Sullivan's guest for a new armory 
has not abated, and should he order them 
into it after securing a suitable place they 
cannot but obey. I'or this reas.oi it is 
lilain that tne Nationals would sooner have 
a colonel in jKiwer who would allow them 
to remain in iheir present quarters unmo- 
lested than help to continue in office a 
colonel who may at any time caose them 
serious inconvenience. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bush has informed 
Colonel Sullivan of bis proposed candi- 
dacy, and the tight is on with a vengeance. 
Tliere are seven companies m the re^-i- 
meiit, eacli one casting three votes from 
its ollice rs. Besides this there are two 
majors and the lieutenant-colonel and the 
colonel, making a total of twenty-five 
votes which may be polled to elect the 
coiiiiuandiug olhcer. It is expected that 
I^ieuteoant-Colonel Bush will receive the 
united vote of Companies C and G and 
the vote of one of the majors, but the re- 
muiniicr se,'t:i. at least at this time, tO be 
with ' 'oU.iiel .'^iillivaii. 

I.ietitciiani-i I'l' ' cl Hush's commission 
wiil also c.xpMc V. :thiii a m'jiith. and he, 
too. will have an opponent should he fail 
in the race for the ■ i.l'ou lcy and decide to 
run again lor the pMsitioii he now holds. 
It is believed among the olilcors that Bush 
is not popular w ith the men of the regi- 
ment, as he certainly is not among them- 
selves. He is considered too officious, and 
too willing to claim and to assert authority 
which does not belong to his rank. It is 
only the line and held officers who vote at 
the election, and the contest will be a 
lively one. 

Lieutenant-Colonel H. P. Bush enlisted 
in Coniiiany H of the I'irst Kegiment in 
June, KsTU.

Unas agreed that something more sub- 
stantial would be necessary.

It 
was, therefore, impossible to enforce the 
penalty against a uirporation, as in a cor- 
poration there was nobody to imprison. 

By consent the case was continued till 
next Tuesday to give the prosecution an 
opportunity to look op the points made by 
the attorney for the defendatits.

The V/ater- Front Uniforms 
Get a Collector Into 
Trouble. 



Suspended for Talking Too Much. 
An Investigation Will 
Follow. 



Collector Alfred Isaacs figured exten- 
sively in the deliherations of the Harbor 
Cotnmissioners yesteniay .it the regular 
nieetinir of the board. Mr. Isaacs had 
given iiiti riiiice to statements which were 
wont to disturb the harmony of the work- 
ings of the waterfront, and it was deemed 
necessary to bring the collector at Main 
street to a strict accounting for his words. 

In ail interview in yesterday morning's 
C.<LL Isaacs said that il was funny that the 
chief wharfinger insisted upon the men 
going to one tailor. Tfaeparticnlar lang- 
iiaire to which cxceidion was taken was 
the following expression by the collector: 

"I don't say that any one is making any 
money on these uniforms, but 1 have seen 
men hanged on less evidence." 

The commissioners considered the fore- 
going a reflection on the integrity of the 
Iward, and Commissioner Cole said that if 
tnere was a job in the uniform business he 
wanted to Know it. He proposed that Mr. 
Isaacs be suspeiuled during an investiga- 
tion, and later in the day ( 'liiet Wharfinger 
Boobar loid the collector off temporarily. 

Isaacs took the matter of his suspension 
philosophically, and will make an argu- 
ment in favor of himself and free speech at 
the meeting- of tlic lioard to-morrow after- 
noon. The C oiiiniissioiicrs do not know 
exactly upon what grounds Isaacs can be 
prosecuted, for the statutes say that an em- 
ploye can only be discharged for incom- 
petency or neglect of duty. It may be 
argued" that it tvas incompetency which led 
Mr. Isaacs to give vent to his feeling.

Miss Caldwell was introduced 
and in a sweet roice sang the "Silver 
Song," which was greeted with e-':--' f ' - 
flause. Then promptly at 2 :30 o'l : 
Congressman Sibley was introduce i a:.^! 
received an ovation. He said that he bad 
not ftarted on his present tour with the 
intention of matir.g speeches on the ^;'ver 
question, and that it was not for him to 
attempt to enlighten the people of Colo- 
zsdo on the snbiect, bnt that to win the 
light which was now on hand it was necea- 
saiy to ezsh patriotism to the debasement 
of partisanship. 

"Frantic appeals," he said, "are being 
made by the ?i ! llteF :o the tankers and 
merchants of :■ <• ^ i.'.trr to educate the 
people in regard to sound money. I wish 
Cleveland could sec the people he wishes 
to educate, and he micht modify his\iews. 
The great political parties in the coming 
campaign will have to incorporate free 
silver in their plat/orms to 'straddle.' I 
have had a great deal of experience with 
bogs. The cinchbng is a severe menace to 
farmers, bat it can be exterminated ; even 
a goMbug can be exterminated, that is, 
converted by proper argmnent; btrt the 
bug I fear the most is the 'straddlebug,' 

"There are but two parties in the field 
to-day. the monometallic and the bimetal- 
lic, and it is necessary for the i«ople to ai^ 
raign themselves i;nderthe banner of one 
or the other. Vie niu^t shaice off our party 
shells and cooic to the subject, not as Re- 
pablicans. Populists or Democrats, bnt as 
free-bom Americans. I hare not come to 
ask the people to elect any President, but 
to ask them to tuite under the mlver ban- 
ner. I am ready to follow that standard 
whether borne by a Kepoblican, Democrat 
or Populist." 

He decried the idea of relief being ob- 
tained by an International conference. 
"Let us go forward," be said. "If the 
other nations join us so much the better 
for them, hut let us lead and let them talce 
the husks. Let the grander feelings in the 
human heart have room to ' .tjand; let 
truth grow and don't stirie it. We may 
laeet with one or two defeau, but truth 
win preraiL Tmth was crociOed nineteen 
bondred years ago, aad when it was buried 
the rulers said 'Truth is dead.' Bot it rose 
again. There never was a tmth yet but 
what woold rise again. We will win this 
fight when you do your part." 

The speaker thanked his hearers and 
told them that a sadden deep affliction at 
his own door had called him baek to Penn- 
sylvania, but that he would come again. 
"However." he fal l. ' u:- n -bonld not 
come from tlie Ea^t to the West to talk 
silver, but apostl' S should be sent from 
this State to all Eastern States to preach 
the doctrine of truth." 

General Warner, the next speaker, was 
introdnoed by the chairman as one of the 
few snrviring generals of the late war, and 
flie one who had been chosen general of 
thesiirarfmees. The general confined his 
xemarks to practical politics. "We are 
&ce to face," he said, ■ with the question. 
What is to be our money, how is it to be 
supplied ? Nothing can be settled till that 
is. If it is -ot tb" dominant question let 
nslayrta-r- 'ake up the one that is.

At times she would stand for hours, 
her hands grasping the bars of her room 
and her long golden hair streaming almost 
to tbe floor, silent, and then she would 
often break out in denunciations of 
Demady's accusers and talk of tbe crimes.

delirium. Whether or not the detectives 
have learned anything tangible from her is 
not known.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April IC— Min- 
ister Guzman was closeted with Secretary 
Gresliani some time la-t evening discuss- 
ing the Nicaragua situation, but what ac- 
tion, if any, was taken is not made public 
It is definitely known that Nicaragua bas 
formally replied to Great Britain's ul- 
timatum. Th<i answer is brief and ex- 
idicit. It says that before the demand of 
Great Britain was received the order of 
banishment had been revoked. The de- 
cree nnder which Proconsul Hatch was 
exiled was especially referred to, Nicar- 
agua projxjses that all questions of pay- 
ment for personal injury, damage to prop- 
erty, etc.. be referred to an impartial com- 
mittee of arbitration. The answer conr- 
toously suggests i'5.(K<0 is an ex parte 
estimate, and the whole question o* the 
amount of damages atioiUd be left to arbi- 
tration. 

It is learned tbat tbe State Department 
has made no protest against any proposed 
BriUdi action in Nicaragua for the very 
good reason that the British Government 
has regarded the issue between itself and 
Nicaragua as one in which no other nation 
can have any concern, and has not ac- 
quainted the Government of tha United 
States with its exact pi;rp'ises. 

No vessel of the United States is now at 
Greytown, but the six vessels comprising 
the squadron of Admiral Meade are now at 
Colon within a day's sail from Greytown. 
It is said at the Navy Department that the 
fact tbat tbe six Vessels are now within 
reach of the Mosquito Coast is due to acci- 
dent and not to design. The department 
bas been informed that Admiral Meade 
expects to reach Key West on tbe 2Cth of 
this month, and as he is now only five 
days' sail from that port lie can remain 
five days in the vicinity of Greytown and 
still carry out the itinerary agreed upon. 
There are no orders compelling him to be 
at Key West at the date named, although 
It was a part of the general plan approved 
by the department before tbe squadron 
left on tbe cruise. 

It is probable that tbe Atiaata and Ra- 
leigh will remain where they have been for 
some time— at Colon. Tbe Monterey ar- 
rived at Mazatlan, Hex., to-day on tier 
voyage southward.

LIKE DURRANT'S HAIR 

What Was Found in the Gar- 
ments of Murdered Min- 
hfd Williams. 

Foasfldy one of the strongest linkt in the 
chain of evidence that seems to be gradu- 
ally drawing around Dnrrant is the finding 
of several strands of hair on the d^bing 
last worn by Minnie Williams corraqiond* 
ing closely with that of the prisoner. 

Yesterday morning Dr. E. II. Samuels, 
at the request of Chief Crowley, made a 
microscopical examination of the garments 
of the dead girl, and found a considerable 
quantity of sh.irt, stubliy hair, tawny in 
appearance and bearing a striking resem- 
blance to that of Durrani's. 

•'On the sleeve of the dress as well as on 
the bosom," said Dr. E. H. Samuels. "I 
ionnd a considerable quantity oi horse 
hair, several strands resembling' closely the 
hair of the dead girl and a lot of tawny 
hair that looked as if it had been torn ont 
forcibly. 

The roots were plainly discernible, which 
shows that the girl in" her struggle for life 
clung almost savagely to anything tliat 
came within her reach. 

The hair is slightly red, thongh per- 
sonally I do not think this a point against 
Durrant, for the simple rea.«.on that nuite 
a number of people have handle.! the clolh- 
ing since the murdered girl war t.juiid. 

The police, however, think this one of 
the strongest proofs of guilt yet brought 
■to light and will make it a feature of the 
case when Um pwliminary hearing takes 
place.

Since th« aneit of Dnrraat for the hor- 
rible crimes that are laid at his door a 
number of phrenologists and those inter- 
ested in the science of craniology have ex- 
pressed a desire to lay hands upon the 
young man's head and discover, if pos- 
sible, if there are any bumps or forma- 
tions of the skull that would indicate the 
possession of abnormal passion.

The Heliographic IVIessageSent 
to Durrant to Prevent 
Trouble. 

Captain Abbott Hanks of the Signal 
Corps is a strong believer in the innocence 
i of Durrant. He said: "None of us will 
believe that Durrant kille.l the two girls. 
We all know him so well that we feel sure 
he was not the kind oi a man to commit 
such a terrible deed. Durrant s st.itement 
that a heliographic message was sent from 
our station on Telegraph Hill to the one on 
Mount Diablo, where he was, is true. It 
merely stated that Durrant was to be 
arrested. We went into no details, as we 
had to hurry up with our work, as the sun 
did not stay out long. We sent the mes- 
sage not to let Durrant have a chance to 
escape, but to prevent possible trouble in 
case Durrant should be arrested before he 
returned to this city. If some unknown 
officers should approach that body of 
twelve young men, who were all armed, 
and attempt to take one of the number 
away from the rcsl there would have been 
trouble. To notify Lieutenant Boardman 
so that he would nnderstand the matter to 
some extent was the purjMsa of sending 
the nies^aL-e.

The Bodies of the Murdered 
bins Prepared for Intei^ 
ment. 

The victims of the church tragedy, 
Blanche Lamont and Minnie E. Williams, 
were on Monday evening removed from 
the Morgue to the parlors of the Golden 
Gate Undertaking Company, on Mission 
street, near Twenty-iirst, where they were 
prepared, one for the grave in this city and 
the other for shipment That of Miss 
Lamont was in such an advanced state of 
decomposition that nothing could be done 
but inject it with a fluid that for a time 
will stay further decay. That of Miss 
Williams was treated in such a manner as 
to make the face look as natural as possi- 
ble. The great ugly gash on the forehead, 
between her eyes, was covered and painted 
the color of tlcsh. 

Kach body was then placed in a hand- 
some satin-lined casket covered with white 
briicaddl velvet. On i\i. h side were heaVy 
silvcicii Icirs and . i:: .•ir;] was a silver plate 
with name and ag.' and date of death. 
The caskets were alike. The first victim 
of tbe'dual tragedy, Blanche, was placed in 
her narrow bed and her features, distorted 
bey on. 1 recognition, were concealed from 
view with a piece of tulle, the coffin-lid 
was screwed down and hermetically sealed. ' 
The second victim, Minnie Williams, was 
laid in the casket with her face turned a 
little to the left. Her dark hair had been 
arranged by tender hands. '

WENT TO STOCKTON. 

He Was There the Day After 
Blanche Lamont Dls- 
'appeared. 

STOCKTON'. Cat,., April IC— W. II. T. 
Durrant, the medical student who is now 
under arrest in 8an Francisco for the mur- 
der of Blanche Lamont and Minnie Wil- 
liams in the Emmanuel Baptist Church, 
was a constant attendant at the lectures 
delivered by Sr. Hersholt of the Stockton 
State Asylnm stafi before the students of 
the Cooper Medical College. 

If Durrant is the murderer of the two 
young girls who were found dead in the 
study and belfry in the church in the Mis- 
sion of San Francisco he attended the 
lecture the day after he sent Blanche La- 
mont to meet her Maker and thereafter 
attended three lectures, one of which was 
on lh<- day beiore Minnie Williams met 
her death in the study of the sameedilice. 

"Durrant was a very mediocre man as 
far as he showed up in his studies," said 
Hersholt, "^nd barely passed his last ex- 
aminations. In' some of these held in 
November, 1893, he failed and was obliged 
to teke them over in June of last year. 
These pavers I now have and dug them up 
yesterday ont of a bundle in the garret. I 
think some of the characteristics in Dur- 
j rant's penmanship, as shown in tlieex- 
I amination papers, wiil fit v.-ry closely with 
! some of the same things which crop out in 
J the writing discovered on the package in 
I which Blanche Lamout's rings were sent 
back to her aunt. 

"I have the examination papers of Dur- 
rant which I have had to pass upon and I 
think they will prove of considerable im- 
portance to the police in San Krancisco in 
determining wh.''ther the p:n;kage sent to 
the aunt oi Rlanchc Lamont was addressed 
I by young Durrant. There are a number of 
features about his penmanship which point 
to his handwriting as being that of the 
I man who wr.ite ..n the packaL-e that cov- 
ered the dead girl's rings. Tliere are cer- 
tain methoils he has wliich seem to show 
that the same man who made out these 
I examination papers which I am showing 
] you wrote the address on the parcel whicii 
I covered the girl's jewels. These mur- 
ders and the state of mind which 
would lead a man to commit 
them have been the subject of consid- 
erable thought and comment among the 
members of our staff here. Dr. Sanderson 
noted a coinriiience on picking up this e.x- 
: amination paper that is jieculiar, while it 
I has no bearing whatever ugioii the case. 
' The paper begins with the words 'Red 
Blooo.' In the examination papers mav be 
noticed a number of charact.'ristii s which 
appear in the handwriting on the p.i. kage 
as reproduced in the San Francisco papers. 
For insunce. the upper line of the letter 
'p' in physiology in the examination paper 
is very like the same line of the 'p' in 
'Frof.'on the p.i. kage ad.lressed by the 
man whi> sent iilanchc Lamont's rings 
to her aunt, and who, of course, tried to 
disgtiise his handwriting. The 'R' in 'red 
blood,' the opening w.(rd9 in the examina- 
tion ).aper, also shows the same char:ti:ter- 
istics as the two capital 'li s' on the puck- 
age."

CHOTA ALSO LOSES FOSMOSA. 



New Ports Opened to Commerce 
and Trade-Facllltles Greatly 
Increased. 



TIENTSIN, Chita, April 16.— An im- 
perial edict has lioen issuril anthorizin; 
Li Hmif: Cliant: to sit;n the terms of peace 
in accordance with the Japanese ultima- 
tum. The indemnity to be paid by China 
is -W.OOO.OOO taels. 

The l-dict further autliovizes Li Hung 
Chanp to prant jw.-isi ssion of I.i.io Tung 
pcinn«ula, ou the fortietli defrrce of lati- 
tude, uiiii tlio islan^l of Fornio.sa to the 
Japanese: al^o lo consent to the opening 
of Peking and four new ports to commerce 
and giving the Japanese power to open 
cotton factories and other iiidastries in 
China. 

Another imperial e<lict ffrnnt'"-irk leave 
to the Viceroy of Canton an i o:d> rs his re- 
tirement to his native iir.iviiv f.

LONDON, Ajiri! 10.— The Japanese 

Minister licre in an iiitervit-w to-day said 
flial he li.ad not received information that 
peace liaJ bein concluded on the terms 
f-tattcl in the di«patches to the London 
Times from Shanghai, as follows: 

First— The independence of Korea. 

Second — Japan to retain the places she 
has conquered. 

Third— Japan to retain the teriitoiy east 
of Liao Kiver. 

Fourth— Tlie Island of Formosa to be 
ceded permanently to Japan. 

Fiiih— The payment of an indemnity of 
f pXi.nornKK). 

>^ixth — An offensive and defensive 
alliance be'.weeii (.'hina and Japan. 

The Japiunese Minister adds that the 
Times dispatch omit.s several particulars 
which he knew Japan had adyanced, . 
notably the fayored-nation treaties 
and other commercial concessions. 
He also said that the amoant 
of indemnity mentioned was yery small, 
bnt he believed that the clauses refer- 
ring to the independence of Korea and 
the cession of the island of For- 
mosa were correct. Clauses 2 antl 3, 
the Minister reiuarKi-i, were dillicult 
to undersiaii 1 vhile an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance between Chiiui and Japan, 
referrn! to in the sixth clause, was, in his 
iipiiii'in. sea''' ' !y recoiioila'ule with the 
pHM iit renuir. nienis of Japun. 

WASHINliTON, D. C, April 16.-Offi- 
cial confirmation of the press reports of 
the signing of a treaty of -peace between 
the plenipotentiaries of Japan and China 
was received by Secretary Gresham late 
to-day. 

It came from >Iinister Dun at Tokio, was 
yery brief and merely stating a treaty of 
peace had been finally concluded to-day. 
The i ;il>!ecrain gave no information re- 
FpectiuL' I onditions on which the terms o 
the aLTceinent between the powers had 
tieen arrived at. 

The term.- agreed upon are said to be in 
conformity with those already puldishcd 
by the Associated Press, save the 
amount of the indemnity, which 
was subsequently reduced, probably to 
an amount estimated to be sntBcient to. 
coyer all of Japan's war expenses. It is 
doubted, though, whether it has been 
brought down as low as $100,000,000 in gold. 

Such territory as Japan is to possess, in 
addition to Formosa, which is absolutely 
ceded, will be subject only to temporary 
occupation, jjrobatily until all of the in- 
demnity has been paid. 

This would leave .lapan in temporary 
possession of the entire Liao Tong jienin- 
Bula from Port Artimr at tlie southern ex- 
tremity rii-ar up to Mo^iliilcn, the capital of 
Manchuria, on the north, and from the 
Liao River on which New Chwang is situ- 
ated on the west to the Korean border on 
the east. 

This amounts to about 3000 aqtuire miles. 
The report that a condition of the treaty is 
an offensive and defensive treaty between 
China and Japan is not credited, iu Jap- 
anese t irel( <, rind is not believed to lutye 
been tvi'u sugKCsted. 

I,i Hunt: Chang is said to have enter- 
tained strong convictions (which he has 
concealed for prudential motive?) as to the 
wisdo'n of such a combination, be- 
Levinp; that by a closer alliance 
with Japan, China would secure 
in return practical control of the com- 
merce of the greatest trading people of the 
East.

Correspondence Concerning 
the Venezuelan Boundary 
Dispute. 



A Belief That Ensland Cannot Main- 
tain the Validity of Her 
Claims. 



WASHINGTON. D. C, Ajml 16.— The 
only reference in the published corre- 
spondence of the State Department for 
1994 touching the Venesnelan bonn^ry 
dispute is found in two letters addressed 
by iSecretary Gresham to Embassador 
Bayard at London. One dated July 13 
last and the other bearing date of Decem- 
ber 1 last are found. The first begins as 
follows: 

Durins your incumbency of the olficc of 
Secretary of State you became acquainted 
with a long-pending controversy between 
Great Britain and Venezuela concerning 
the boundary between that republic and 
British Guiana. The recourse to arbitra- 
tion proposed in 1881, having been 
supported by your predecessors, was in 
in turn advocated by yon in a spirit of 
friendly regard for the two nations in- 
volved. In the meantime succe>sive ad- 
v.-i'ices of Kriti'^b settler- in the region ad- 
n'.iltt'dly in dispute »• re (ullowed by simi- 
lar advi;nces of t!ie liritish colonial admin- 
mlnistratiwn. contesting the supplanting 
Venezuelan claims to exercise authority 
therein. 

"Toward the end of 1887 the British 
territorial claim, which had, as it would 
seem, been increased by some 3000 
square miles between 1885 and 1888, 
took another comprehensive sweep 
westward to embrace the rich min- 
ing district of Yuruari as far as Gnaci- 
piti and this called forth your instructions 
to Mr. Phelps of February 17, 1>*88, respect- 
ing the 'Widening pretensions of Uritish 
Guiana to possess territory over which 
Venezuelan jurisdiction' had never there- 
tofore been disputed. 

"Since then repeated efforts have been 
made b}- Venezuela as a directly interested 
party, and by the United States as the im- 
partial friend of both countries, to bring 
about a resumption of diplomatic relations 
which had been suspended in conse- 
quence of the dispute now under 
consideration. The proposition to 
resitme such relations has, how- 
ever, been intimatelj- bound up with the 
ultimate question of arbitration. Until re- 
cently Venezuela has insisted on joining 
to the agreement to arbitrate a stipulation 
for the restoration of the status (|U0 of 18.50, 
j'enduig the jjroposed arbitration, but it 
seems this condition is now abandoned. 

"On the other hand Great Britain has on 
several occasions demanded, as a prelimi- 
nary to an understanding touching arbi- 
tration, that Venezuela rtiall definitely 
abandon all didms to a large part of the 
territory in dispute and limit the eventual 
arbitration to that portion only to which 
Great Britain has more recently made 
claim." 

Secretary Gresham goes on to give at 
length a history of the various attempts 
that have been made by the I'nited States 
and by Venezuela herself to bring a settle- 
ment by arbitration of this dispute, bring- 
ing it down to October 8, 1893, where it 
now rests, when he says: 

"I can discern bnt two eqnitables to the 
present controversy. One is the arbitral 
determination of the rights of the 
disputants as the respective successors 
to the historical rights of Holland 
and Spain over the region in ques- 
tion. The other is to create a new 
boundary line in accordance with the <lic- 
tates of n. :ti;;il exjK,-diency and con- 
sideration. The two Governments 
have been so far unable to agree 
on a conventional line, the consis- 
tent and conspicuous advocacy by the 
United States and England of the principle 
of arbitration, and their recourse thereto 
in the aeUlement of important questions 
arising between them, made such a mode 
of adjustment especially appropriate in 
the present instance, and this Gov- 
ernment will gladly do what it can 
to furnish a determination in that sense. 
With these t oii>iderations I commit the 
matter in your hands, leaving to yourself 
any convenient opportunity to ailvame 
the adjustment of the dispute in question." 

In his letter of last December; Secretary 
Gresham thus addressed Mr. Bayard: 

"In conferences with Senor Andrade 
during your visit home he doubtless ex- 
pressed the earnest desire of his Govern- 
ment for a speedy determination of 
the question by arbitration. I cannot 
believe her Majestv's government will 
maintain that the validity of their claim 
to territory long in dispute between tlie 
two countries shall be conceded as a con- 
dition precedent to the arbitration of 
the Question wbether Venezuela is en- 
titled to other teiritory which, until 
a very recent period, was never 
in doubt. Our Interest in the question has 
repeatedly been shown by our ' friendly 
efforts to enter into 'a settlement 
alike honorabig to both countries and the 
President is pleased to know that Vene- 
zuela is ahoui to renew her efforts to bring 
about such an adjustment. It is not 
doubted that you will rlisereetly exert 
yolir influence in favor of some plan of 
honorable settlement."

■WINXIPEG, M.\NiTOE.\, April 16.— 
Nothing since the beginnine of the Catho- 
lic schools struggle in this e - mtry has 
created a greater sensation than the an- 
nouncement of the (.'atholic Archbishop 
that those Catholics who henceforth lend 
their aid and inlluciice to those who would 
abolish Catholic jiarochial schools will be 
excommunicated. 

A nuihbcr of prominent Catholics have 
during the struggle of the church expressed 
themselves in favor of a national school 
system, and among these the annonnce- 
ment has created the greatest consterna- 
tion. At first it was thought to be a move 
on the part of the Archbishop and done 
without the authority of Mgr. Satolli or the 
fope, but to-day it was learned that Arch- 
bishop Langevin's action is based on ad- 
vices received from Home. 

It is niulersfood that the .\rehbi«hop last 
weeii received a papal encyclical on the 
question. This encyclical views the entire 
school matter and points out that the case 
in the United States and Canada is not 
analogous. In Canada, and particularly in 
Manitoba, it points out that Catholic 
schools are guaranteed by treaty and the 
constitution, while no such guarantee was 
given in the States. The parochial schools 
belong to Manitoba Catholics by right of 
treaty, it declares, and on this ground af- 
firms that the Catholics who continue to 
lend their aid to those who would take 
away the-e rights shall not be received into 
comniuiiioii with the church. Archbishop 
Langevin.si'eaking on the matter wasmost 
emphatic. These are his words; 

"Tile hierarchy of the Catholic church 
has spoken. All those who do not follow 
the hierarchy are not Catholics. When 
the hierarchy has spoken there is no use 
for any Catholic to say contrary, for if he 
does he is no longer a Catholic Such a 
man may carry the title, but I declare 
this as an archbishop. I say— and say it 
with plain authority — 4 Catholic who does 
not follow the hierarchy on the school 
question is no more a Catholic And who 
will be the one to entitle such a one to the 
name of Catholic? 

"Where is the society which will give 
him authority to call himself a Catholic, 
when I, in my authority as Catholic 
Bishop, declare that such a man has no 
right to the name? Iiet as repeat; the 
Catholic hierarchy have not the slightest 
desire to govern the oonntry, as Jias been 
freely and falsely charged, for we are 
bound by the law and will submit to the 
law, as every one else must. ' In God we 
trust.'.tbis is our motto. 'We stand by the 
constitution of the country, but we will 
have no godless schools." 

It is reported that a meeting of Roman 
Catholic dignitaries will shortly t>e held in 
New York City tg discuss and take some 
action on the Manitoba school (piestion. 
T;..- church in Manitoba is e.\[«'cting some 
aid in the church affairs in the United 
States, and although Mgr. Satolli's juri.s- 
dlction may not extend to Manitoba, it is 
imdeistood that Catholics here think he 
will throw his ereat inflnence in their be- 
half.

Ainbulaiice liuprovements. 
An important test, with a view to miti- 
gating the sufferings of those who are un- 
fortunate enough to lie the temporary oc- 
cupants of the ambulance wagon, is now in 
progress. The jolting and noise of the 
wheels as the car is dragged rapidly over 
the rough pavements of city streets often 
inflict the crudest torture on the patient 
who may already be enfeebled by diseose 
or bodily injury. Two rubber-tired am- 
bulances, one equipped with solid and the 
other with pneumatic tires, are being ex- 
perimented with. When supplied with rub- 
ber-.slio 1 wlieels the wagons, which usually 
have to be made very heavy for the sake of 
greater stability ana consequent redaction 
of vibration, may be lightened at least 4000 
ponnds. This lessens the load for the 
horses and diminishes the cost of construc- 
tion. So far it is found thatfrom the great 
weight of the ambulance the pneumatic 
tires collapse very often, and the severe 
strain tears the solid tires from the wheels, 
but it is certain that the use of rubber in 
some form will eventuallv be adopted. — 
New York Commercial Advertiser.

8an Francisco Woman 
Revealed.' 



The story of an nnscrnpnlotis woman- 
bright, fascinating and intelligent to an 

extraordinary degree — and a weak, crafty, 
seltisli man, reputed to be public-spirited 
and oharitaljle- a Dr. .Tekyll and Mr. Hyde 
sort I 'f ■■:'.'.<}<', ~-\\ ill be lound in a suit bear- 
ing the title of ■ K. A. .MacMabon', vs . B.G. 
Chandos et al.," filed in the Snpetior Conrt 
yesterday afternoon. 

The hearint: of the s.iit will bring to the 
surface again a few things already told and 
an explanation of a great many points that 
have been shrouded in mystery since hand- 
some Mrs. GreviQe came to San Francisco 
in 1868,' from nobody could learn just 
where, wooed and won John Bensley and 
settled down to the enjoyments of married 
life, backed by a respectable bank account. 

The property involved by the action 
brouf;ht by.MacMalion through his at- 
torney, George C. Perry, lies in the 
Potrero, the principal part of which is 
known as the Ludlum. 

This property has been in litigation for 
the past twenty years, though had it not 
been for MaoMahon's appearance on the 
scene the present owners would doubtless 
remamed in practically und istorbed poses- 
gion. 

The death of John Bensley at Central ia, 

Wis., in 1889, followed by that of his wife, 
Marian L. Bensley.in December of the same 
year at I.as Vegas, N. Mex., is still fresh in 
the mind of the public, mainly on account 
of the litigation for the possession of tl-.e 
valuable estate and which only ended in 
1893. In order that a clearer uliderstand- 
ing of the present suit may he had it is 
necessary to go over a little of the earlier 
history o' Mr. and Mrs. John Bensley.

Bens- 
ley was just the type of a man to be at- 
tracted by this self-styled descendant of 
nobility and claimant to untold wealth, 
aiu! ere many weeks had passed the widow 
had the rt-fusal of his hand and fortune. 
He proposed, and she act epted on condi- 
tion that he journey toEngiandandmarry 
her under the ancestral roof. 

When Bensley arrived in London he was 
astonished to find his future wife quartered 
in a boarding-house far removed from the 
n;ans:'>ns of the nobilitv. Slie ex- 
plained this stare of affairs by sayini; 
that her family objected to her inar- 
riage with an American, and then 
throwing herself into the anxious arms of 
the »ouki-be groKin, declared that i-hehad 
given up home and friends to tje his alone. 
The couple were accordingly martied, and, 
after a brief tour of England, returned to 
America, spending a few days with the 
gromn s relatives in New York. 

This visit seemed to have opened the 
eyes of Bensley as to the true character of 
bis wife, and his people also formed a very 
unfavorable impression of her. One of 
theiu, in a letter written in ISIW, says: 

tVe pi.iin set her down as an unprineiplod, 
eraitv, vile adventuress and an iiiiiuitiKate'l 
lmp"'st/jr. John 8eeme<l Kri.-f-strieken, but he 
w as too proud to acknowledge his error, c.r to 
exi'Os.* her au'l securti a sijciraiion. Her siren 
tongue had coniplete'iv bciiuiled him. .\U the 
property she ever had she obtained from John 
Bensley by fraad, deceit and false pretenses. 

Before many montha had rolled by a

dos, who, as Lawyer Tripp says, will visit 
this portion of the State only under com- 
pulsion. 

To gather all of this evidence, the attor- 
neys for the new claimant have been c im- 
pelled to travel thousands of miles nuil re- 
sort to the subtle artifices peculiar to the 
legal fraternity. 

This portion of the work has been done 
by Mr. C. •'. Triiiii. He has devoted the 
last four months to the unraveling of what 
he is pleased to term a "profound mys- 
tery,'' and that he has done his work well 
is evidenced by the iormidajble arra^ of 
sworn afllSatits, depositions and similar 
matter. 

In speaking of the case yesterday, Mr. 
Tripp said : 

"1 have devoted the last four months to 
righting a great wrong, and I could tell 
you enough to fill a good-Sized book. It is

P"Mrs. Bensley ssas born in Virginia and 
was a daughter of John and Mary Ingles, 
her name being Mary Ingles, and was one 
of eight children. She was a wayward 
girl, and used to travel a great deal on the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers. She has been 
married three times, the first occurring in 
1860 in Iowa. 

"At the end of ten days she mysteriously 
disappeared and it was given ont that she 




was dead. This, however, was a mistake, 
as the husband secured a divorce a year 
later on the ground of desertion. The 
next heard of Mary Ingles was in 
London, where, under the names of Marion 
L. Chandos, the Hon. Mrs. Greville, 
Mrs. Gordon and Minnie Louise Grusl, 
she led a gay life, a throng of admirers 
constantly r.urrounding her. While in 
England she married a person who went 
utiiler the name of McDonald Greville, but 
whose real name was Edward A. Giething, 
and a member of the Royal Guards. 
, ".Vlthough the wife of "Giething, she had 
a powerful influence over Lord Hillsbor- 
ough, heir to the estate of Downshire, and 
was at length paid £6000 by the noble- 
nian's family to leave the country. 
Sh.-Ttly after her arrival in America 
a sun was born to her, whicli she 
left with her mother, changing the last 
name to MacMabon that her father might 
not be able to Ideate her. The storv of her 
arrival in .""an Francisco has already been 
told, but the interest does not stop there. 

"On the death of Mrs. Bensley B. G. 
Chandos, whose real name is Zachariah 
Ingles, came to San Francisco and claimed 
that he and bis sisters, Sarah E. Hardesty, 
Jennie Goodrich and Lucy Roundtree, 
were the sole lieir-. c. !! k:;. '.vingthat sucn 
was false. 

'■That in brief is the story, though there 
are a thousand things of interest that 
could l>e told. When the trial comes a lot 
qf evidence will be introduced that will 
ednelnsiTely prove all that I have said."

On the death of Bensley, his widow in 
order to avoid payment 01 certain debts 
contracted by tne husband and herself, 
and then very pressing.made several deeds 
to Mrs. Marian Ii. ile Tarente of St. Louis.

Pjciiic Company, Pacific Improvement 
t orupany and others, the former claiming 
that the 0(>ening of the street would cut 
into thefrt-ight depot and compel the com- 
pany to move its buildings, and that the 
needs of the neighborhood would be amply 
served by the opening: uf Market street. 
The matter came U}> a? a special order of 
business and G. W. Baker appeared t j pre- 
sent the corporation's side of the case. 

"The I't'oplfof Oakland. " he saiJ. "seem 
to liiie raih-uads. set iiiLT ihat they are try- 
ine to get a new one, and yet the members 
of this Council seem determined to make 
the railroads move." 

t'o.inciiman Bassett thought this was 
^oing too far. "This is t!iP same old 
etory," he said. "Every lime the corpora- 
tion is compelled to comply with the law it 
threatens to move. That threat hnrts no- 
body." 

"But it w ■ i !: yt the merchants uf 
that locality i; i.'iey i^ad to go to Sixteenth 
Street to pet freight," rejoined Mr. Baker, 
"and hcsidesthe company would have to 
pay 140,000 for the necessary land to build 
the depot. Tlae Southern Pacific Company 
has no objection to the opening of Castro 
and Market streets, but it thinks that the 
opening t'f Brush street wi.l not only be 
an unnecessary expenditure bat an in- 
justice to itself." 

"By the way, ' asked Mr. Baraett, 
"where did the" railroad company get its 
land anyway?" 

"From the owners, I suppose," an- 
trtered Baker. 

"My impression of that land is that it 
beu.r.gs to the city," said Mr. Bassett. 

.\.fter the chairman had checked some 
applause emanating from the lobby. Mr. 
Bassett asked whether, in case the opening 
of Castro and Market streets should be 
■ decided upon, the ■ r.r. i-.y would waive 
claim to the land in . •. V I. 

Mr. Baker was not i repared to answer 
that question, but he knew that the cor- 
poration would not approve the opening of 
the two thoroughfares. 

Councilman Towle moved that the pro- 
♦pst be overruled, and on a second by Mr. 
Bassett the Council, by a nnanimotis vote, 
threw the protest out. 

Opposed by BtcyelUta.

from the Postal Money-order Department. 
A number of recommendations were made, 
and, some months since, postal notes were 
abolished with a view of increasing the de- 
mand fbr money-orders. 

Improvement in the Government's busi- 
ness followed, but, as pointed out by the 
commission, the private corporation.s still 
enjoy advantages to such an extent that 
the advisability baa been suggested «t look' 
ing into the legality of the money order 
businer's .ts transacted by express compa- 
iiies. The commission of 1SS)3 said in its 
report that tue advantages of the expres.' 
oranpanies were: First— That the sender 
of an express money order was not required 
to file an apjdication rilank; second, that 
the sender got a receipt; third, that the 
express companies' rates were cheaper 
than those of tbeGovemment. Becatiseof 
these advantages, according to the report, 
the business of the express companies erew 
from lesstban9e00ordexBinm2to7,000,000 
last year. 

It has been suggested that the express 
companies in their money order opera- 
tions have been encroaching upon the ex- 
change departments of banks, as well as 
iil'on the Governuieiit's territory, and the 
banks have been represented as willing to 
co-operate with the Government in making 
a lcL.-il test of the express companies' rights 
in e.Norcising functions ot a semi-baniii^t 
character. 

A leading corporation lawyer of this eity 

said yesterday, with reference to the mat- 
ter: ■ The reason the cxpiess companies 
outstrip the Government in the money 
order business is that they assume respon- 
sibility for losses of money intmstad to 
their care, and, as private concerns, are 
sueable. This is not true of the Govern- 
ment. Fxcept by special statute, or 
through the department of claims, a pri- 
vate citizen cannot maintain an acnon 
against the Federal Government, and wlien 
an individual's money is lost in any way, 
it is poor satisfaction for the Government 
to say 'we are very sorry' or institute due 
diligence to find out where the money has 
gone, and vet fail to make restitution.'This 
IS the whole secret of the advantage of pri- 
vate over Government enterfrise under 
existing law. I do not see how under 8taie 
or Federal law the express companies can 
be prevented from carrying on their pres- 
lentline of business." — Baltimore Ameri-

Witbin the past decade the money-order 
feature of tbe business done by express 
companies has grown with such rapidity 
as to materially eii<Tt);icii ■ipon the same 
business conducted by the K(deral Govern- 
ment, and the latter is looking about for a 
means whereby the cumjianies may be 
estopped from engaiing in that particular 
feature. The Government system was es- 
tablished, in connectton with postal busi- 
ness, as far back as 1864, and grew rapidly 
for eighteen yean.

The sealing season i n the|Gulf of St. Law- 
rence is now at its height and promfSes to 
be a most successful one. The largest share 
of the prize in this fishery falls to the seal 
fishermen of Kewfotudland, and the steam- 
ers employed by the islanders have made 
large catches on their first trips of the sea- 
son and have returned to sea for more, 
says the Quebec correspondent of the New 
York Sun. 

This Atlantic seal is much less valuable 
than its Alaskan cvisiii. and is generally 
known as the hairy or harp sea!, the latter 
name coming froni a large, blacJc, crescent- 
shape i mark o:i each side of the back. To 
sci(i:ci > k:i> vn as the Phoca (.ircenlan- 
dica. An adiilt is from six .to eight feet in 
length. Its stiff hair-covered akin is in its 
raw state worth only about one-tenth as 
much as tbe akin of the fur seal of tbe Pa- 
cific. There is a diffenenoe in its haints and 
the m>>tlio>1s of its capture. The hunting 
of tbe Atlantic seal is carried on upon tne 
floating ice in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
throughout nearly its whole extent, al- 
I though it seldom happens that tbe schoon- 
ers go higher up than Oasjie Cape id try 
I their fortunes in tbe River St. Lawrence. 
' ^ome of the animals follow tbe salmon, of 
which they are very fond, up to the Sagne- 
nay and other fresh-water tinbutaries of the 
1 8t. Lawrence, and specimens have been 
seen and taken at liuobec. The greatest 
I number of them are found upon the north 
I shore of the gulf, near the island of Anti- 
j costi. at the entranceof the Straits of Belle 
I Isle, off the island of Newfoundland and at 
the Magdalen Islands. They penetrate tbe 
Gulf of St. Lawrence iu enormous herds in 
the month of December, and the females 
get ujx n the floating ice about the middle 
or end of March to bring forth their young. 

li is u:ilv at this j>erio<i that hunters are 
able to kill the young. They either shoot 
them, or, more freiine:itly, stun them with 
their clnbs. When the seals take to the 
water they are safe from pursuit. The 
adtilt seals found upon iioati.ig ice are also 
killed ill large nunitx'rs. Sometimes they 
are so closely packed together that they 
can find no open space thitiuph which to 
plunge into the water and escape pursuit. 
Then great slaughter ensues, and crews of 
seven men have been known to kill hun- 
dreds. 

Private advices from the gulf report the 
presence there of vast nii::.ber5 of seals 
this spring, and s,. {;ir the nioven.' nts of 
the ice have been favorable t^ the killing of 
many cargoes, especially by the crews of 
steamers. The steamer .\nrora of St. 
Johns, N. F.. has t:iken W.i.x.i; the .\)ger- 
iue, 10,000; the Newfonndi.-ii.d and Gr. en- 
land, SiJOO each, and the Wolf and Neptune 
have full cargoes. 

On the Magdalen Islands the hunters 
watt tor tlip ice to drift 111 to shore before 
the wind, when th»y rush upon it with 
clubs, stun all t he seals w ithin reach, and 
then use their knives to disjiatch them and 
remove the skin and fat, Soinetitnes a 
thousand are thus killed in a single d >y. 
Some years ago were killed by 

islanders in three days. When the condi- 
tions are favorable the slaughter gcH:s on 
by night :i« well us by day. but it is dan- 
gerous work, for at times the wind changes 
snddenly and carries the ice does and ali 
upon them out to sea. A considerable loss 
of life is iilre-'iy rt i:orti ! -priuefrom 
the sea-huntiiitr groui.'i-. pn.icipally by 
the crushing between the ire of the small 
schooners which Canadians employ in the 
work instead of the well-ei^uipped steamers 
of the Newfoundlanders. 1 he schooner Ray 
lost two men, and the Notice two men also. 
James Sang and his .-on William were 
driven out to sea in a small boat and lost 
while going after some seals that could be 
seen from the shore. The scluMjiiers Caro- 
line and l.onise have been crushed in the 
ice and sunk, their crews narrowly escap- 
ing with their lives. More disasters are 
reported this year among the seal-hunters 
than for - on" seasons past. 

I'robaoly mA more than from 40,000 to 
60,000 seal's of all those killed annually in 
the gulf are taken by Canadian hunters, 
though many of the Newfoundland hunters 
are eiii;a-;ed by Canadian companies, 
which also own some of the Newfoundland 
steamships. The absence of any observ- 
able diminution in the number rjf the seals 
in the gulf is due not to any system of 
Cau.idian protect ion, but to the cnidc appli- 
ances for taking the animals, lu New- 
foundland there is a limit as to size, aiui 
seals failing to come np to the standard are 
unsalable. 

The hunters or companies employing 
them receive from $2 SO to $3 each for" the 
skin and fat of the seal, the only market- 
able portions. Tbe fat ol tbe yoonx seals 
is tender and melts easily in the sun. It 
yields a very fine oil, which is white and 
almost devoid of unpleasant snoll. Ttic 
skins, which in their rough state are 
worth only $1 each, are cured and dressed, 
and employed for a number of rough pur- 
poses. Both coats and coat-linings of tnem 
are fashionable for winter wear in some 
parts of Canada in natural colors. When 
dyed black they are tised by tbe Canadian 
Government for tbe manufacture of winter 
hats and gloves for the Pominion militia. 

The Discovery of Hetiuni. 

The British chemist who recently found 
in a terrestrial mineral theelement helium, 
hitherto believed to e^ist only in the sun 
and a few stars, was Professor William 
Bamsey, and not Lord Rayleigb, the dis- 
coverer of argon, as previously annonnced, 
says the New Vork Times.

Ramsey, who assisted the latter gentleman 
last year in demonstrating the existence of 
an unsuspected constituent of the atmos- 
phere, was t>orii in Glasgow in 1852, studied 
chemistry in Strasburg, taught that sci- 
ence in his native city for several years 
and afterward was professor of chemistry 
in T'liiversity College, Bristol. Since 1S87 
he has occupied the corresponding chair in 
University College, London. He is a mem- 
ber of several British and Continental sci- 
entific societies, and the author of many 
papers as w pil as a te.vtbooic devoted tO his 
favorite branch of learning.

Orchard and Apiary and How 
to Care for 
Them. 



SOME VALUABLE PEODUCTS. 



How Diversified Farming May Prove 
of Great Aid to the Culti- 
vator. 



A man always adds to the value of his 
farm when he improves the road leading 
to it 

It seems to be a demonstrated fact thai 
all vines in California must eventually be 
on resistant roots. 

The Russian thistle is spreading overthe 
country near Lancaster, and the authori- 
ties of the State University are looking into 
the matter with a view of finding a rem- 
edy. 

Many who held dried apricots over from 
last season are intending to hold a while 
longer, exi)ecting increased prices as a re- 
sult of the recent frosts, which in some dis- 
tricts greatly reduced the crop. 

Broomcorn now commands from SJ^ 
to6>i cents per pound, according to quality. 
The com is good fm lioirs an.i cliiekens, 
and the straw ought l.i Ih- a prolital>lu crop 
at the prices now prevailing. Seed can be 
purchased in San Francisco. 

A corresponoent of the Fresno Repub- 
lican, writing of the necessity of co-opera- 
tion and organization among fruit-growers 
in the marketing of fruit, says tliat even 
wild geese recognize tne necessity for or- 
gauization, and follow some chosen leader. 

Califarnia manufacturers of linseed oil 
mport most of their llaxseed from Austra- 
lia. Flax yields about IJf".' iiounds per 
acre, and commands fri'iu $i 10 to 2.'> 
per eenial. This gives a gri^ss yielil of 
:r.i:ri lfJ'> $'J7 peracre, ami is iimre |>rolit- 
aiiie ih;i:i \\ licat-erowins. Fiax can be 
harvested with a eonibined machine. 

The few sealo-destroying ladybirds that 
have been introduced should not cause any 
orchardisl to rehix vigilance or cease spray- 
ing. If spraying is delayed until the tree 
is in bloom the chances are that the germs 
of the fruit will Ix; killed, fircat care is 
necessary in spraying, especially in the 
mixing "of washes. Valuable trees arc 
often killed by careless spraying. 

Charles H. Sbinn, inspector of United 
States agricultural experiment stations, 
recently sent to the station nearC'hino 
forty different varieties of vesfetables from 
Sorlheru India, obtained from the British 
Government. Anions them is the Benin- 
casa ceril'era, a vine resembling the cucum- 
ber. The fruit is cucumber-shaped, as long 
as a man's arm, and red in color. It is 
said to be good when pickled. 

Last year when the railroad strike oc- 
curred, most of the fruit crop was ripe and 
ready to be harvested. As a result, much 
fruiT was lost Ixraiise tht-re were no trans- 
portation f.icilities. Cherries, Ijcing per- 
ishable, were in some instances left upon 
tlie trees. A few orchardists dried their 
cherries. Good dried cherries command 
a fair price, tint many erred in liryin;; 
them With the I'its in. \'ln-rrie.- drie'l in 
this manner always have a bitter, inirned 
taste, no matter bow nice the fruit was. If 
the pits are removed before the cherries 
are spread out to dry, the fruit is delicious. 

Corn is not raised to so great an extent 
in California as in most Eastern States, be- 
cause as a rule more profitable crops can 
be raised. Horses and cows are occasion- 
ally killed when allowed to feed too free'y 
in jiatches where the growth has been 
ranK. as they eat the black fungous growth 
which sometimes appears upon the corn 
(j.owii along the coast where there is 
much dampness. It is black, dusty stuff, 
similar to tlic ergot ol rye, and is poison- 
ous. Kars showing it should Vje removed 
before stock is turned into the field. It is 
seldom seen in the more arid interior val- 
leys. 

The demand for good apples seems to be 
increasing on the Pacific Coast, due, no 
doubt, to the fact that the exports from 
the Atlantic States to England are increas- 
ing. A year ago the shipment from New 
York amountea to 1B8,VU6 barrels, while 
this year it has reached 1,443..592 barrels. 
Wc would not advise any one to plant 
apples in inland valleys where the temper- 
ature is high. The fruit produced in such 
iocalittes is often large and beautiful, but 
docs not acijuire the flavor of fruit grown 
in higher altitudes. Apples grow^n at 
elevations rancing between 2000 and tiOOO 
feet acquire a better flavor and better kei'p- 
ing qualities. If the altitude is tocigre;il, 
however, the young trees roust be thor- 
oughly protected or they wil) be broken by 
the weight of snow. 

Very little briK.nicori. is raise.i in Cali- 
forniii, and much of wliat is used in the 
manufacture of brooms Is imiiorteii fruni 
Other States. It grows very thriftily here, 
especially upon silty and sandy soils along 
the deltas of streams. It is cultivated 
preeis<'ly :i? sweet corn is, the jirincipal 
care being to f;i;aril apainst planting too 
thick or too thin. If the former itie 
growth will be too small, and if the latter 
n will be overgrown, in both of which coi;- 
ditions it is unlit for broorn-makinjr, Tlie 
brn.sh, when cured, shoulil yield at lea.st 
SOU pounds to the acre, and "bring the av- 
erage price of $40 per ton, besides twelve 
bushels of seed, worth ,50 cents per bushel. 
These figures may be increased hv assnrt- 
ing, grailing and treating: art. r .rath. lim... 
which involves an outlay for iua( lii:,. rv 
and labor. It is not unusual that bn om"- 
corn so treated has yielded over $S0 per 
ton. Tiic machinery spoken of is not ex- 
pensive, and could be the investment of a 
neighborhood. 

California farmers do not properly ap- 
preciate the commercial vahte which at- 
taches to our mild climate, and few indeed 
there are who live up to their opjKjrtuni- 
tles. There are thousands of farmers in 
this State who raise wheat and buy butter, 
meat and vegetables, and a few even pur- 
chase eggs. One of the greatest factors 
tending to make farming urotualilc is the 
fact that nearly every artu ie of Imi.iI can be 
raised on the farm. Many a man who re- 
ceives a salary of $150 per month in the 
city does not save as much per annum at> 
the farmer upon a ten-acre tract who does 
not sell more than a thousand dollars' 
worth of produce in a year. This is so be- 
cause the dweller in the city must huy his 
wood, his water, Ins meat, liis ve^-. ijble^, 
his milk and his butter, while the 
farmer may often secure all these and 
«nnch more absolutely without cost, except 
as regards labor. Thus the farmer pains 
fruni $121) to Jri»iO a year to start witli - 
often more, fur the product of the poultry- 
yard in many instances supplies the house 
with groceries. 

But others who farm raise only one 
product ami huy all others. There are in- 
stauccs where too much diversity is un- 
profitable. It would not be profitable, for 
instance, for any owner of good prune land 
to raise hay where he might raise prunes. 
It will pay " him better to raise $200 worth 
of prunes upon an acre and purchase the 
$30 wort h of hay which that acre would 
probably proilucc. If 40 cents worth of 
hen destroy $40 worth of hay, the hen may, 
with great propriety, be fricasseil. 

There are many orchardists in Califor- 
nia who do not raise vegetables. In strik- 
ing contrast are those farms where at this 
•easoB ma^ be seen green peas, tomatoes, 
lattaoe, onions, and a great TuieQr of otluic 



vegetable products, delightful to the eye, 
pleasant to the palate^and profitable aa 

well. 

In thickly settled communities fences 
arc often considered unnecessary. There 
are more orchards in tnis county that are 
unfenced than there are that are fenced. 
Where stock is not allowed to run at large 
there would seem to be little use for a 
ence, but fences are always necessary, 
and if properly built ii<-ver f.iil to pay 
interest upon "the invi-stineiit. To be 
thoniu^dilv effective a fence should be 
liorse-pnM.f. cow-proof, pig-proof, chicken- 
jiroof, iiian-iro.it and boy-proof. This 
may seem ra.lical, but it is fullj' war- 
ranted bv e.\perience. The difference 
lietween the appearance of vegetation in a 
phil of ground that is properly fenced and 
that in an unfenced plat is very noticeable. 
The fence seems to lend a vi^'or to pltints, 
while in fact it only acts as a protection 
from injurx- by contact — iinless it is a close 
board teucc sulficieutly high to afford pro- 
tection from the wind. 

An orcliardist .m t he I'eneteucia Creek, 
in .'^anta Clara County, has the most etli- 
cietii feiue we have seen. It is a hotird 
fi n.'.-, wi^h the boards placed moderately 
close t.^.r"tlier, ami is cajipeil by tw.i Hues 
of liarijt.l wirt\ Fr..r.i tlie top ..f the posts 
pieces of scantling about tw.. feet in leiiirth 
are extended at an angle in sm h a way 
that when the two wires are stretched tliuy 
prevent any interference with the fence. 
It would be almost inijiossible for a man 
or a bov to climb over it, and no one can 
get under it or through it. 

When fruit hangs rip.- upon the tree? by 
the roadside, luscious and tempting, only 
people with correct and lirmly rooted prin- 
ciples can refrain from poaching, while the 
majoritv of passers-by .lo not attempt to 
refrain." What is eat"en does ii.it amount 
to mucn. Considerable is waisted, how- 
ever, and often the fruit buds are broken 
off or limbs broken. Apain, if a cow gets 
into an orchard in the nipht she can 
preatlv daniape the trees liefore morning. 
Often the absence of a fence causes loss of 
a greater sum than a good fence would cost. 
A good fence always pays for itself, and 
the better the fence" the more profitable it 
is. Jlanv claim tiiat this orinciple applies 
even to the extent of building a fence of 
narrow boards from ten to twenty feet in 
height.

Refuses to Handle Tickets. 



The foUowing peremptory order has been issued 
by the Wei Is- Fargo Express Company: 

TO ALL EMPLOYES : 

From and after receipt of this you must not, 
under any circumstances, receive or forward any 
paper, certificate or instrument purporting to be or 
representing a ticket, chance, share or interest in or 
dependent upon the event of a lottery, so-called gift 
concert, or similar enterprise, offering prizes de- 
pendent upon lot or chance, or any advertisement 
of such lottery, so-called gift concert, or similar 
enterprise, offering prizes dependent upon lot or 
chance. 

The carrying of such being prohibited by the 
United States law, any employe violating the law 
becomes individually liable to fine or imprisonment, 
or both. Great caution must be exercised on the 
part of all employes, to the end that this order may 
be strictly obeyed.

The life of a nefarious gambling concern 
like a lottery depends upon thp facility I 
with which it is able to reach the great , 
masses of the people. This new order just ' 
issued by Wells, Farpo k Co. will therefore 
cost the lottery companies millions of dol- 
lars. Tliere is another step to be taken in 
this regard, and that it mil be taken no 
one can doubt, for the telegraph companies 
AS well as the postal department and the 
express companies mnst. in the end, be- 
come amenable to law and public opinion. 
It may therefore be expected thatina com- 
paratively short period of time the tele- 
graph companies will refuse to transmit 
announcements of lottery drawings. With 
that will come the finai downfall of this 
monstrous combination atrainst the wel- 
fare and morality of the public. 

The circular just issued by Wells, 
Fargo & Co. is all that could be asked for 
by the most ardent cnfuH'-^ of lottery cor- 
porations. It is addressed to all employes 
of the expre^is company and directs that 
efter the receipt of the notice they shall not 
tinder any ciicnmatanoes receive or for- 
ward any paper, certificate or instmment 
porporting to be or representing a ticket. 
Chance, share or interest in or depending 
upon the event of a lottery, so-called gift 
iconcem or similar enterprise offering 
prizes depending upon lot or chance, or 
any advertisement of such lottery or other 
concern of the kind. All employes are di- 
rectly chariied to carry ont the provisions 
of this inptrnction. 

JC. M. Cooper, manager for Wells, Fargo 
& Co., who issued the circular referred to, 
was yesterday asked the catue for its pub- 
lication. 

"The notice means ]nst what it said," 
TCjdied Mr. Cooper. "The express com- 
pany absolutely refuses to handle or for- 
ward any matters ap|>ertaining to lotteries, 
lottery tickets, drawings or the like." 

"Had there been any violation of United 
States law touching this matter which 
called forth your circular?" 

"No, not that ; it is simply a clear enun- 
ciation of the company's determination 
not to nave anytliintr to do with lotteries. 
We want rn.ployes of t!if cfuupauy tu un- 
derstand that they arc personally respon- 
sible if they do any snch thing as has been 
prohibited by the company, and to warn 
them against such actioas as are known to 
tie in contravention of the law, and will 
not t>e tolerated." 

It win soon be that lotteries will be 
compelled to send private couriers through- 
out tlie cities of the land when their 
drawings arc made and that will cost so 
much tiiat the big lotteries will ::ot be able 
to bear the expense and will lUT cssarily go 
out of business. Local lottery i;nmpanies 
may be organized for operation in the 
respective cities where they are located, 
but they will be under the ban of the law, 
Wd with the departure of the demi-re- 
apeetabiUty heretofore enjoyed by them 
they will become compaxattvely weak and 
taarmless. *

E.v- Justice Van R. Paterson called the at- 
tention of the court to the fact tiiat a con- 
tract had been filed, and, as the representa- 
tive of the minor heirs, asked leave to files 
similar contract. 

"I contend," he said, "that this so-called 
holographic will, dated .September L'l, 
is not the will of .lames G. Fair. We 
merely allege that Fair never wrote the 
will. W'e suppose, therefore, the applica- 
tion of Dr. Marc Levingston for special let' 
ters of administration, as wt 11 as the peti- 
tion for the probate^of this document, can- 
not now be taken up." Judge Paterson 
then explained the nature of the contest 
which he tiled, and which he ssiid was en- 
tirely similar to that of .lohn A. Percy, 
rei)res«'nting the lirst contest tiied. 

Reuben H. Moyd called attention to the 
fact that on March 27, 189.3, the court ap- 
pointed Herman Oelrichsguardian ad litem 
of his son, Herman <.)elricbs .Ir., and, there- 
fore, he said, the Judge cannot appear for 
him. 

In reply Judge Paterson said: "We shall 
claim that the father is too interested a 
party to act as his son's giiarilian in this 
proceeding. If his wife, wlio claims under 
this will, should die, he woiibl receive 
under the law half of her interest. We 
think it is the riglit and duty of this court 
to see that some disinterested person is 
chosen to represent this minor." 

Judge Slack said he would hear argu- 
ments on this point on April HU. 

William M. Pierson for the "Good- 
fellow" will presented a statement on the 
part of James Angus and Thomas L. 
Crothers, wlio arc mentioned as exec\itors 
in botli will-. Tiie statement was to the 
effect that they knew nothing of the Craven 
will until after it was filed. They had no 
desire to challenge its authenticity, al- 
though they had ]>etitioned for probate of 
the first or stolen will, and they desired it to 
be understood that in the event of the 
Craven will's being adjudged the last tes- 
tament of the deceased they would consent 
to act as executors. Their purpose is to 
occupy a neutral position, so that they 
may act as executors, no matter what may 
be the result of the litigation. "Now, if it 
please the court," said Mr. Pierson, "we 
are ready to i)rocecd with the proof of the 
will dated .September 21, IWM. ' 

This brought Charles H. Wheeler, the 
champion of the "Craven" will, to his 
feet. He said that a later writing than 
that of Sejileinber 21 had been tiled. It 
was dated on September 21, is;!j, and was. 
he said, the last will of James C. Fair. 
While it stood, he continued, there was 
but one will before the court, namely, the 
holographic will, and it was that which 
should be admitted to protjate. 

Mr. Pierson quoted from the Code of 
Civil Procodiir? to show to the court that 
his will and his alone should prevail. 
"Under the|code,"he said, "a will may 
be proved upon the testimony of one of the 
subscribing witnesses. The filing of the 
properly authenticatc<l will of September 
21 made it iieee'-sary for anv one who 
wished to contest the same to life a contest 
in writing.

The anti-toxine factory will be under the 
direction of the State "University, but it 
was proposed that the State Hoard appoint 
a committee i„ i o-operate with the Uni- 
versity m the matter. Drs. Winslow 
Anderson, C. A. Ruggers and Lane were 
appointed and the board adjourned.

ENGINEERS MOVING OUT, 



VaUey Road Surveyors on the 
Highway Through San 
Joaquin. 



COOLIE LABOB NOT WANTED. 



Callfornlan Meofianloa and Labor- 
ers Will Be Given the 
Work. 



Ch ie f K n si necr Storey of the San Joaquin 
Valley railway reCeived a letter from his 
chief assistant in the field at Stockton yes- 
terday, informing him that the engineer- 
ing corps had finished their work in and 
around Stockton and would move out yes- 
terday to CoUegeville. 

"I am informed," said the engineer yes- 
terday, "that the surveying party will 
strike camp some time to-day near Col- 
legeville, a distance of nine or ten miles 
from Stockton on the Mariposa road, in 
the direction of the .Stanislaus River. 
Now that thej- are fairly started in the 
field they will make from three to five 
miles a day, and at that rate should reach 
the Stanislaus River in a week easily. 
Once they get to the river they will return 
to Stockton and make a second survey, 
using the first for a base line, while they 
decide upon a more feasible way, avoiding 
houses or obstructions of any kind tliat 
can l>e got arouini." 

He was asked about the kind of bridges 
that will be built over the rivers. 

"We have practically concluded to use 
tniss bridges, composed of wood and iron 
and resting upon piers," said he. "They 
are just as strong as steel bridges, which 
we might.use had we m ire time at our dis- 
liosal. But steel bridges cannot be made 
so quickly as wooden ones to suit our 
purpo.se." 

John Jvelso, a contractor, called on the 
engineer regarding the grading and bal- 
lasting of the line down the valley. He 
has 300 men at work in different places, 
and could answer from experience all 
questions on the subject of labor. A 
(.'biiu sc and a Japanese labor contractor 
had applied to the engineer to contract for 
any number of their countrymen for con- 
struction work. 

"And what are you going to do about 
it?" was asked. 

"That is a matter we have hardly con- 
sidered yet," replied Mr. Storey. "We 
will leave that to the contractors.' 

"There is no need for Chinese or Japan- 
ese now on the road." Mr. Kelso added. 
"White laljor is plentiful in California, 
and it is as cheap if not cheaper in the end 
than Chinese. You can get all the men 
you need for the work at satisfactory rates, 
and for mv part I would not have a Chi- 
nese on the work. Two white men can 
keep up with three average Chinese coo- 
lies, so where is the difference in expense? 
The valley road is the people's road, and I 
guess it can be built by the people." 

So far as the directors are concerned, 
they will give Californian mechanics and 
laborers a chance to make and build every- 
thing needed in constructing and equip- 
ping the line. If, however, locomotives 
and I'tlier si:p]tlies cannot be made here, 
the only uUcruuiive will be to buy in the 
East. 

The directors have been so deeply en- 
grossed in starting th^ road that their at- 
tention was diverted from subscrijjtions 
for some days past, but once the line is 
safely under the engineers' control, efforts 
will be made in the direction of linaiiccs. 
The money that is yet to come in will be 
leqiiired only for further extensions, as for 
the pre-eiit there is enough subscribed to 
meet all expenses for a year to come. Sev- 
eral of the iiromoters predict that at the 
end of lii'X) shares in the valley road will 
be selling at a premium. 



ORGANIIG FOR SILVER, 



Friends of the Metal Forming a 
New Party in This 
State. 



An Emissary at Work on a Llsf Of 
Men for a Central Com- 
mittee. 



The Silverites, that is, such as have been 
somewhat reproachfully dubbed "one- 
issue men," are actively at work forming a 
straight, out-and-out silver party in 
this State. They propose to make the 
coming here of A. J. Warner, president of 
the national committee of the "American 
Bimetallic Party," Congressman O. C. 
Sibley of Pennsylvania and Senator W. W. 
Stewart of Nevada, the occasion for a gen- 
eral concentration of sympathizers in one 
distinct movement These three cham- 
pions of the white metal, with the addi- 
tion, perhaps, of Senator John P. Jones, 
who is now at Santa Monica, arc booked 
for a grand mass-meeting in San Francisco 
ill the near future, and then it is exiiected 
the Silverites will have a most favorable 
opportunity for effective proselyting. 

There has already been an emissary here 
from I.os Angelos, whiue the nucleus for 
the new silver party has come into ex- 
istisnce, whose mission has been to ascei'- 
tain the temper of leading Populists and 
such members of the Iteniiblican and Dem- 
ocratic parties as might be induced to 
affiliate with the movement. This gentle- 
man is Alva Udell, a land attorney ol Los 
Angeles, the orieiuator of the Washington 
(D. C.) Political Record. He has performed 
his task and is now ready to report to the 
executive committee of the " Silver 
League." His mission has been brought 
to a speedier termination than be had an- 
ticipated, for he has been wired to return 
to Los Angeles before he could make ar- 
rangements as to date and hall for the 
silver mass-meeting. 

The personnel of the Los Angeles com- 
mittee, under whose instructions Mr. Udell 
has been acting, can be seen in the follow- 
ing: Enoch Pepper, chairman of the Pop- 
ulist County Central Committee of Los 
Angeles in the last cumpaign ; ex-Congress- 
man Lionel A. Sheldon; John R. Berry, 
who was Collector of the port of San Diego 
during President Harrison's administra- 
tion; i x-I'nitod States Senator Cornelius 
Cole, John Love, John A. Farnsworth, L. 
Holt, Alva Udell, J. Craig, H. H. Savage, 
It. W. Drongold, Charles T. Pepper and W. 
J. Weems. The meetings of the 19th and 
'2M\ are for the purpose of making prepara- 
tions for a big mass-meeting in Los Ange- 
les on the ;J5th, at which General Warner 
and Senator Stewart are to speak.' 

"The balance of the committee," Mr. 
Udell explained yesterday afternoon, "will 
be made up at the time of the mass-meet- 
ing in San Francisco. Our purpose is to 
have a general provisional committee to 
undertake the preliminaries for a State 
convention. Our State comraittoc is to 
consist of three members fiuin each of the 
(ifty-seven counties, and seventy-live mem- 
bers at large. San Francisco wHl be rep- 
resented according to its population. 

"Movements like ours are ueing initiated 
all over the country. We expect, of course, 
that a national movement will be 
<levcloped out of them all, and if the na- 
tional movement is true to this paramount 
issue of money reform we shall co-operate

Just what the platform will be no one can 
now state. It will not, I believe, be a 
single-plank platform. 

"So complex is our system of credit that 
the gold power, the moment it sees the tide 
for silver or paper, or both, ri«e to a certain 
height, will use its last wi aj on. namely, 
the withdrawal of money from citerprise 
and the demanding of the pavment in gold 
of all matured obligations. This will pro- 
duce almost universal bankruptcy — rank 
faihires and industrial depression. Intfa^t 
hour the nation will issue money directly, 
and it will practically denii>netize both 
gold and silver as money in the same w ay 
that they were practically demonetized 
from im2 to 1879. 

"The character of the platform of the 
reform movement in 1S90 will depend upon 
the events between now and June, ISIKJ. ' 

P. O. Chilstrom, who was a judicial can- 
didate on the Poptilist ticket, said : "I am 
ready to co-operate withont abandoning 
any of the principles of the Omaha plat- 
form, for I believe silver to be the key to 
the situation at the present time. The West 
and South must make their stand on that 
and win, or they are not in it. as the say-

verite, as are A. AV. Thompson, S. W. Hol- 
laday and E. Burt Holladay of this city. 
These gentlemen will probably be included 
in the new State Committee. Congress- 
man Frank G. Newlaiuis of Nevada virtu- 
ally represents California at present in the 
National Committee at Washington. It 
looks as if the silver movement would 
completely absorb the Populi.st party in 
this State and be greatly augmented by 
out-spoken silver advocates from other 
parties. ^
